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FROM  OUR  FOOTBALL  COACH. 

Pespite  the  intense  enthusiasm  of  the 
Lake  Forest  varsity  students  for  footb:ill 
and  all  athletic  games  there  are  some  draw- 
backs which  confront  the  captains,  mana- 
gers and  coaches  of  the  teams  and  particu- 
larly those  connected  with  the  elevens.  For 
instance  a  progressive  and  patriotic  faculty 
will  shvit  the  team  out  of  the  gymnasium 
for  two  days  in  the  week  so  elfectivel3'  that 
but  five  men  are  enabled  to  appear  clad  for 
practice.  An  old  player  upon  whom  hours 
have  been  spent  in  teaching  the  rudiments 
of  the  game  will  when  he  has  arrived  at  an 
age  of  usefulness  promptly  desert  the  team 
because  of  strange  passing-  fancy  wherem 
the  man  in  the  moon  appears  to  be  the 
whole  premise.  Lack  of  material  out  of 
which  to  create  a  winning  team,  lack  of 
funds,  lack  of  an  athletic  field,  lack  of  suf- 
ficient clothes  for  the  players,  footballs  to 
work  with  and  other  little  things,  all  count 
in  the  long  run. 

On  the  other  hand  the  devotion  of  the 
fellows  working  for  the  team,  the  honest, 
hearty  support  given  by  them  to  a  coach 
and  captain,  the  clean  gentlemanljconduct 
of  the  men  on  and  off  the  held,  the  absence 
of  cliqueism,  and  the  willingness  expressed 
to  be  trained,  are  among  the  influences  that 
make  the  coaches  work  a  joy. 

On  the  whole  and  without  conceit,  T  must 
state  that  the  work  of  the  season,  material, 
advantages  and  disadvantages  considered, 
has  been  wonderfully  satisfactory  to  both 
Mr.  Dave  Jackson,  Captain  Bill  and  myself. 
It  is  mj'  intention  in  the  space  here  to  bring- 
to  the  eyes  of  the  readers  something-  of  the 
work  accomplisiied,  in  the  hopes  it  ma}' 
reach  and  stir  others  to  join  hands  with  us 
another  season  and  work  for  the  glory  and 
honor  of  old  L.  F.  U. 

The  material  which  confronted  Captain 
Bill  Jackson  and  the  coaches  about  the 
middle  of  September  was,  it  must  be  con- 
fessed, not  of  the  kind  to  thrill  the  "inners" 
of  the  on  looker.  Rice  who  modestly 
acknowledged  to    135  pounds   stripped    was 


the  candidate  for  center.  Tall  and  lithe  he 
was  of  the  ideal  build  for  a  center  if  he  onlj- 
had  fifty  pounds  more  weight.  His  normal 
weight  however  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
l.oO.  There  were  a  couple  light  men,  with 
little  or  no  experience  for  guards.  Walker 
and  another.  DuKridge  and  Rheingans  for 
tackles  seem  a  fair  propo>^ition  but  not 
heavj'  enough,  Sickels  and  Roberts  and 
some  others  looked  as  though  they  might 
do  for  end.  Sickels  had  played  at  Beloit  on 
the  scrub  team.  Back  of  the  line  the  propo- ■ 
sition  looked  hopeful.  Captain  Bill  arid 
Jaeger,  two  fast  heavy  men  of  aljotit  Ki) 
stripped  each,  were  good  enough  for  any 
team.  There  was  Fisher,  Blackler,  McCor- 
nack  and  some  otiier  light  men  for  Ihe 
backs  and  Wood  and  Sickels  for  the  quarter 
back  ]iosition.  Jaeger.  Jackson,  DuHridge 
and  Rheingans  had  jjlayed  before  on  varsity. 
The  others  had  all  the  faults  ot  beginners 
deeplj'  engraved. 

It  was  on  this  material  and  with  no  .scrub 
team  othef  than  the  Cads  to  work  with, 
Captain  Bill,  D.  H.  Jackson,  and  ni\stlf 
worked  assisted,  a  little  by  Dave  Fales, 
Charles    Durand,    Tute    Kllis   and    N.   B.  W. 

Gallowe}-. 

Briefly  the  good  which  has  been  accom- 
plished has  been  shown  in  the  games  against 
teams  of  about  Lake  Forest's  weight  and 
even  averaging-  twenty  pounds  heavier 
■which  have  not  ha:l  the  training-  of  a  larger 
varsitj'  course.  Walker,  Rice  and  Fisher, 
the  center  trio  are  learning-  to  play  low  in 
the  face  of  mass  plays.  They  are  breaking 
through  the  line  and  assisting-  the  endt^  and 
tackles.  Thev  are  following  the  ball  and 
lining- up  quickly,  and  liandling-  their  men 
well  offensively  in  making-  holes  or  putling 
their  opponents  back  out  of  the  play.  An 
evidence  of  this  is  that  Lake  Forest  has  not 
had  one  kick  blocked  in  all  the  games  of 
this  j'ear  including  those  against  the  big- 
teams  of  Chicago,  Wisconsin  and  Illinois. 
Another  instance  of  head  worked  developed 
partially'  bj-  coaching,  was  Fisher's  play 
recently  in  going  down  the  field  on  a  kick, 
securing  the  ball  on  an  opposing  full  backs 


fiunble  and  goino-  on  ten  j'ards  before  being 
tackled;  another,  Will  Kice's  tackle  of  an 
Illinois  man  after  lie  had  cleared  the  field. 
The  tackles  have  been  tanght  to  plaj'  well 
out  with  the  view  of  coming-  in  fast  throngh 
the  line  and  toward  the  center  defensively. 
They  are  playing  low  and  breaking-  up  the 
interference  and  frequently  going-  throngh 
it  for  the  runner  like  veterans.  DuBridge's 
work  is  especiall)'  noteworthy  in  this  line. 
Skinner  is  a  freshman  but  his  work  for  the 
experience  is  certainly  wonderfully  encour- 
aging. He  avoids  being  boxed  cleverly  and 
^oes  throiigh  hard  an<l  low.  Of  the  ends  it 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  they  are  work- 
ing as  well  as  anj'  pair  I  have  seen  this 
season.  They  are  following  kicks  well, 
Sickels  particularly,  whose  head  work  at 
times  is  superb.  He  drives  his  man  in  and 
excells  Roberts  in  this  respect.  Roberts  is 
slowly  but  surely  learning  to  get  down  the 
field  and  to  tackle  low  and  hard.  He  is 
strong  in  the  interference  and  assists  his 
tackle  in  boxing  the  opposing  tackle  in 
gcod  shape.  He  runs  well  with  the  ball; 
albeit  a  trifle  too  high  for  the  best  good.  A 
little  instance  of  good  work  on  Sickels  part 
was  at  Chicago.  Chicago  had  punted. 
After  seeing-  that  no  end  run  was  tried, 
Sickels  came  back  np  the  field  and  shoved 
the  end  by  Jaeger,  who  was  taking  the  kick 
and  enaljled  him  with  the  interference  to 
run  hack  with  the  ball. 

Back  of  the  line  the  condition  is  most 
encouraging.  Wood,  with  a  year's  practice, 
is  handling  the  ball  like  a  veteran,  directing- 
plays  well  and  getting  into  the  interference. 
Histackling-  behind  the  line  is  surealthough 
as  yet  too  far  above  the  knees.  He  is  slip- 
ping- tlirough  the  line  occasionally,  and 
learning  to  watch  the  opponents  and  the 
ball         closelj'         and         acquiring-  that 

power  of  locating-  the  plaj-  instantly. 
Captain  Bill's  work  needs  no  comment  and 
is  such  that  comes  from  years  of  experience 
on  Lake  Forest's  field.  His  line  plunging-, 
interfering-,  kicking,  tackling  in  the  lineand 
in  the  open  rield,  marks  him  in  my  estima- 
tion as  one  of  the  best  half  backs  and  full 
backs  in  the  west  and  worth.v  of  a  place  on 
the  all  western  team.  Jaeger's  work  at  the 
other  half  is  uniform.  He  is  a  hard  head3' 
rnnner  and  aided  by  Captain  Bill's  interler- 
ence  has  made  sensational  runs  during  the 
season.  His  punting-,  although  a  trifle  slow 
is  up  to  that  of  Captain  Bill  and  at  drop 
kicliing  he  is  his  superior.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  improvement  of  any  individual  has 


been  shown  in  Blackler.  He  has  learned  to 
dive  into  the  line  with  the  full  force  of  his 
135  pounds  of  weight,  to  assist  in  the  inter- 
ference and  is  learning  to  tackle  well 
defensivel}'.  He  has  been  alternating  with 
McCornack  at  half  and  by  next  season  will 
have  acqired  a  regular  place  on  the  team 
and  promises  to  be  one  of  its  stars.  He  is 
kicking-  more  perfectly  than  any  man  on  the 
team  but  as  yet  his  punts  lack  force.  The  ball 
starts  low  to  the  ground  and  from  the  side, 
quickly  and  accurately.  McCornack's  great 
improvement  has  been  in  his  offensive  game. 
I  watched  him  in  the  last  practice  against 
scrub  and  he  was  all  over  the  field  tackling 
hard  and  low  and  surely  like  a  quarter.  In 
this  game  he  excells  Blackler  but  is  not 
quite  so  strong-  offensively. 

Just  a  word  on  team  play.  The  eleven  is 
pla3'ing  faster  than  anj'  Lake  Forest  team  I 
have  known.  The  interference  starts 
quicker,  is  formed  better  and  works  more 
determinedl}'  than  any  in  the  histor3'  of  the 
school.  The  line  men  are  getting  into  the 
offensive  plays  as  thej'  never  did  before 
and  guards  assist  in  the  end  interferences. 
Lake  Forest  never  had  so  many  good 
punters  and  other  kickers  in  training-.  It  is 
a  common  thing  to  see  a  half  dozen  men 
out  nights  now  punting  and  catching-  kicks. 

Trusting-  that  the  work  done  this  jear 
and  the  improvement  shown  is  but  the 
promise  of  better  things  next  year,  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  alumni  and  undergrads 
will  take  hold  and  work  with  a  will  from 
now  on.

No  more 
are  we  reminded  by  our  Coaches  to  "Hit 
that  line  low,"  or  "every  man  must  be  in 
that  play."  Do  you  ask  why  this  great 
change?  We  answer  all  because  our  foot- 
ball season  is  over.  Once  more  the  brave 
warriors  of  the  gridiron  have  laid  aside 
their  packed  garments  and  now  the5'  maj' 
be  seen  of  an  afternoon  dressed  in  citizen's 
clothes  strolling-  along-  the  walk— that  be- 
loved walk  which  leads  to  the— gymnasium. 
No  longer  are  they  under  the  watchful  eye 
of  their  captain,  but  tliej-  have  broke  train- 
in  g-(r). 

A  glance  at  the  year's  work  might  be  of 
interest.  The  first  game  of  the  season  re- 
sulted in  a  victory  for  ourteam  by  defeating 
Evanston  High  School  22  to  0.

The  Hanne- 
man  Medics  were  our  next  opponents  and  a 
game  hardly  worth3'  the  naiue  of  football 
was  ph^-ed  and  resulted  in  a  tie  0-0.  Armor 
Institute's  strange  team  came  next  and  they 
came  to  ruin.  Our  plucky  little  team 
put  up  a  magnificent  gameand  Armour  was 
compelled  to  go  home  defeated  by  a  score 
of  186.  The  Milwaukee  Medical  College 
team  was  our  next  victim  and  althongh 
they  out-weighed  ns  by  about  '20  poiuids  to 
the  nian,  we  were  able  to  defeat  them  18-4. 
Encouraged  hy  victory  and  not  daunted  by 
prospects  of  defeat  we  met  the  Beloit  team 
for  our  last  contest  and  were  defeated  by  a 
score  of  42-0. 

If  we  consider   the    make    up  of  our  team 


we  can  but  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
thej-  have  made  a  good  showing.

Although  Northwestern  had  the  advantage 
in  weight  they  were  beaten  by  superior- 
team  play.  The  largest  crowd  at  any  game 
this  year  on  the  new  field  saw  Lake  Forest 
win. 

The  Academy  played  its  best  game  Satur- 
day and  showed  what  they  really  are  capa- 
ble of  as  a  team.  Our  boys  were  aware  at 
every  moment  that  they  had  to  win  that 
game  and  were  all  found  killing  ofif  Evans- 
ton  men  in  every  play.

Pennsylvania  won  the 
eastern  championship,  Wisconsin  the  north 
west,  Nebraska  the  middle"  west  and  Leland 
Stanford  the  western. 

We  were  pleased  to  see  the  familiar  name 
of  D.  H.  Jackson  in  the  line  up  of  North- 
western football  team  for  Thanksgiving. 
D.  H.  is  now  attending-  their  law  school  and 
succeeded  in  making-  a  position  on  t'-'e  team 
with  a  weeks  practice.  A  brilliant  fort}--five 
3'ard  run  and  numerous  fine  tackles  as  well 
as  other  good  plays  are  accredited  to  him. 

The  following  shows  the  total  number  of 
points  made  by  the  four  large  colleges  of 
the  north  west  and  the  corresponding-  totals 
of  their  opponents  Wisconsin  182 — Oppo- 
n-ents  14.  Chicago  253 — opponents  68.  Mich- 
igan 166— Opponents  31.  Illinois  184— 
Opponents  45.  Northwestern  65 — Opponents 
57.  Wisconsin  played  8  games  and  was 
scored  on  by  2  teams,  Chicago  played  8 
games  and  was  scored  on  by  7  teams,  Mich- 
igan pla3-ed  8  games  and  was  scored  on  by 
3  teams,  Illinois  plaj'ed  7  games  and  was 
scored  on  by  3  teams,  Northwestern  played 
7  games  and  was  scored  on  by  3  teams. 

The  Evening  News  of  Nov.  26  in  selecting 
the  all-western  football  team,  has  placed 
Rheingans  as  a  strong  candidate  for  right 
tackle  and  might  give  Sickles  a  chance  at 
end.  Behind  the  line  it  places  Peel  and 
"Capt.  Bill"  as  the  strongest  men.  Of  Capt. 
Jackson's  work  it  saj's:  "Capt.  Jackson  of 
Lake  Forest  is  a  strong  runner,  holder  of 
the  collegiate  quarter-mile,  has  all  the 
nerve  of  the  family  and  is  the  best  football 
player    of    the    bunch    by   long  odds.    His 


ference  and  tackling  mark  him  as  a  fit  man 
for  the  place  by  Peel's  or  Gardiner's  side.'' 

The  Wisconsin  football  team  won  the 
championship  of  the  Northwest  on  Thanks- 
giving by  defeating-  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity. Wisconsin  closed  its  season  with  an 
unbroken  string  of  victories  and  thereby^ 
took  thechampionship  bannerf  rom  Chicago 
and  hung  it  for  this  year  upon  the  banner 
post  of  the  Badger  state.  Although  Wis- 
consin did  not  meet  Michigan,  she  did  meet 
and  defeat  Chicago,  who  afterward  defeated 
Michigan  and  each  of  these  teams  have  met 
and  defeated  all  the  other  western  teams  of 
any  importance,  so  that  Wisconsin's  claim 
to  championship  does  not  hang  under  the 
cloud  of  doubt  as  it  did  at  Chicago  last 
year,  and  for  that  reason  we  wish  to  con- 
gratulate them  on  their  success.

We  cannot  help  being  pleased  that  this 
Academy  has  not  suffered  the  fate  of  its 
predecessor,  but  is  to  live  out  its  life cjcle 
in  greater  usefulness,  for  in  these  advanced 
days  of  higher  education,  the  aim  of  the 
student  is  not  destruction,  but  reconstruc- 
tion. To  the  present  studentof  the  Academj' 
it  may  not  seem  unusual  to  have  one  of  the 
buildings  on  the  University  Campus  re- 
modeled, but  the  look  of  surprise  which 
comes  on  the  face  of  an  old  alumnus,  when 
looking  for  the  first  time  on  the  present  new 
and  pleasant  face  of  his  old  friend,  is 
genuine.  The  change  is  great,  the  improve- 
ment is  great;  the  result  will  probablj'  be  a 
tendency  toward  the  centering  of  the 
student  body  in  and  about  the  campus,  an 
aim  which  has  been  held  for  some  time  by 
the  authorities. 

The  interior  of  the  Dormitor3'  is  one  of 
which  no  student  need  not  feel  proud.  It  is 
finished  off  with  all  the  modern  conveniences 
and  even  a  luxury  or  two  may  be  added. 
The  first  floor  is  finished  in  oak,  the  ones 
above  in  Georgia  pine,  and  the  flooring 
throughout  the  building  is  of  maple.  The 
heating  and  lighting  of  the  building  will  be 
by  steam  and  gas,  although  the  building  is 
strung  with  wires  for  electric  lights. 

The  first  floor  of  the  building  has  four 
recitation  rooms  arranged  ingood  stjle.  The 
second  floor,  besides  having  sleeping  rooms, 
has  a  very  pleasant  parlor  and  reading 
room.  The  two  upper  floors  are  devoted  to 
single  rooms  and  stiites. 

There  are  in  thebuilding  accommodations 
for  thirty-five  students.  It  is  expected  that 
the  building  will  be  completed  and  readv 
for  occupation  during  the  first  week  of 
December.

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THE    KING    AND    THE   LOCUSTS.

of  this  j'ear  which  she  is  obliged  to  meet — 
namel\'  Columbia  and  Pennsj'lvania. 

Manager  Banta  of  the  Academ\  Indoor 
Base  Ball  has  arranged  for  a  game  between 
the  East  Dormitor}'  and  the  cottages  to  be 
played  on  Saturdaj'  evening  Dec.  12  at  8 
o'clock.

The  Universities  of  Chicago,  Wisconsin, 
Lake  Forest.  Minnesota  and  Illinois  have 
arranged  for  a  gymnasium  contest  to  be 
held  in  the  gjninasium  of  the  Universit)' of 
Chicago  on  Feb.  22,  1898.  Individual  prizes 
will  be  offered  for  the  first  three  places  in 
addition  to  a  special  prize  for  the  best  all- 
'round  gymnast  and  for  the  best  team. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Academj'  Athletic  Association, 
the  following  men  were  awarded  the  right 
to  wear  the  official  L.  F.  A:  Capt.  Whitney, 
Stark,  Millar  Biggs,  Feet,  Norton,  Terwille- 
ger,  Maj-er,  Swift,  Hall,  Baird,  Hamm, 
Tupper  and  Ferry.  We  hope  that  t^ese  men 
will  wear  this  badge  of  honor  with  a  feeling 
of  pride  and  will  dulj'  appreciate  it  in  all 
its  significance. 

The  studentsof  North-Western  Universitj', 
have  taken  a  favorable  stand  in  regard  to 
the  charge  of  management  of  athletic 
teams,  as  proposed  by  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion. The  students  have  agreed  to  this, 
always  providing  that  man  is  an  alumnus. 
Northwestern  University  seems  to  have  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  with  her  managers 
and  we  believe  that  if  a  school  of  that  size 
cannot  get  a  man  among  its  students  who 
is  capable  of  managing  one  of  its  teams,  it 
certain!}'  should  go  outside  and  find  one. 

The  gymnasium  classes  started  out  last 
week  with  bright  prospects.  The  academy 
class  numbering  about  .50  and  the  college 
1,5.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  instructor  to  make 
these  classes  both  interesting  and  beneficial, 
and  in  order  to  do  this  there  must  be  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  a  large  number  of 
students.  The  present  plan  of  the  class  is 
so  arranged  that  a  variety  of  work  will  be 
taught,  consisting  of  military  marching, 
dumb  bell,  Indian  club  and  wand  drills; 
also  work  on  the  horse,  parallel  bars,  hori- 
zontal bar,  vaulting  bar  and  mitt  work. 
This  work  is  to  be  graded  according  to 
difficult}'  so  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of 
all  who  are  to  take  the  work  to  begin  at  once, 
and  keep  up  with  the  class. 

In  a  recent  article  written  by  Casper  Whit- 
ney entitled  "Athletic  Regeneration  in  the 
Middle  West"  we  find  three  conclusions 
regarding  the  present  situation  of  western 
college  athletics.  "(1)  Immeasurable  better- 
ment of  athletic  morals.  (2)  Impro.vement 
as  a  result  of  faculty  supervision.  (3)  No 
genera]  lowering  of  playing  skill  in  conse- 
quence of  limiting  teams  to  amateurs." 
These  are  three  conclusions  to  which  every 
western  man  may  refer  with  pride  and 
which  every  friend  of  amateur  sport  in  this 
country  may  accept  with  confidence.  Re- 
garding college  teams  playing  club  teams 
of  questionable  status  Mr.  Whitney  says  "I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  universities  of 
Chicago,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and   Illinois 


are  officially  maintaining^  even  a  more  com- 
mendable attitude  than  are  Princeton, 
Pennsylvania,  Dartmouth  and  LaFayette." 
Again  in  speaking  of  pure  athletics  he  says: 
"Looking  over  the  leading  colleges  of  the 
middle  west  section — Chicago,  Minnesota, 
Michigan,  Lake  Forest,  Illinois,  Wisconsin. 
Northwestern — we  find  that  the  ones  whose 
present  athletic  condition  is  the  most 
healthful — Chicago,  Lake  Forest,  Michigan, 
Minnesota  and  Illionia  -are  the  ones  where 
the  facult.v  have  been  the  dominent  factor 
of  control."  If  it  has  come  to  this — and  it 
certainly  has— is  it  not  time  for  us  as 
students  and  as  men  to  wake  up  and  stand 
on  our  feet,  and  not  those  of  the  Faculty? 
The  writer  does  not  wish  to  be  understood 
to  disprove  of  faculty  control  such  as  we 
enjoy,  but  it  seems  a  deplorable  state  when 
the  faculty  must  say  that  this  or  that  man 
must  not  play,  simply  because  the  student 
body  will  not  or  does  not  rise  up  and 
demand  that  its  managers  use  straight 
teams.  If  Mr.  Whitney  places  Lake  Forest 
among  the  leading  colleges  of  the  west 
whose  athletics  are  fairly  pure  does  it  not 
behoove  usasstudentsof  the  school  we  love, 
to  do  all  that  we  are  able,  to  purify  the  ath- 
letic, still  more,  so  that  we  ma\- be  pointed 
to  as  an  example  of  a  college  which  has 
pure  college  athletics.

Now  when  the  melancholy  days  are 
gone  and  the  joyous  days  approaching 
Xmas  time  are  predominant,  we  can  e.xer- 
cise  in  a  rather  cramped  way  one  of  the 
pleasantest  of  winter  pastimes — that  of 
skating.  To  say  that  the  conditions 
under  which  we  partake  of  this  pastime 
are  rather  cramped  is  putting  it  mildly. 
When  200  people  assemble  on  one  small 
pond  of  an  area  of  about  half  an  acre  the 
prospects  are  that  each  person  will  elbow 
some  one  else.  A  suggestion  which 
might  be  followed  out  at  a  little  expense 
next  summer,  is  that  the  Gym  pond  be 
enlarged  about  twice  or  three  times  its 
present  size.

The  Athletic  Committee  of  the  faculty 
has  decided  that  the  college  course  shall 
not  be  complete  without  two  years  of 
gymnastic  work.

•  regulation  and  in  establishing  such  a 
-•course  the  faculty  is  following  the  custom 
of  fully  one-half  of  the  leading  colleges 
and  universities  of  the  country.  There 
are  always  in  every  school  some  few 
members  who  seem  to  think  that  getting 
an  education  ambunts  to  training  the 
mind  alone.  Truly,  that  is  a  great  work 
in  itself  but  they  seem  very  often  to  for- 
get that  ones  mind  cannot  work  properly 
in  a  poor  work  shop.  Suppose  one  were 
to  try  to  heat  a  rickety  building  with  a 
fine  furnace^the  result  would  be  the 
wasteful  burning  of  a  lot  of  coal,  and  the 
result  aimed  at,  far  away.  Thus  if  one  is 
going  to  animate  the  body  with  the  brain, 
however  so  fine  it  may  be,  the  result  will 
be  a  "great 'waste  of  energy  unless  the 
body"  is  in  perfect  condition.  This  gym- 
nastic work  js  of  a  kind  which  must  be 
kept  up  steadily  in  order  that  one  may 
derive  benefit  from  it,  so  let  each  person 
who  is  obliged  to  do  this  work,  do  it,  with 
a  feeling  that  it  is  part  of  his  education, 
and  not  that  he  is  being  imposed  upon 
by  having  to  do  it. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  spirit  of  friendly 
rivalry  between  the  two  underclasses 
which  is  shown  by  the  Sophomores  in  the 
following  challenge  which  was  handed  to 
us  a  few  days  ago  for  publication:

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ATHLETICS. 

Arrange  Dual  Meet  with  Michigan. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  dual 
track  and  field  ineet  between  Chicago  and 
Michigan  will  be  held  next  spring  in  De- 
troit, as  last  year.  Stagg  has  been  in 
correspondence  with  the  Michigan  manager, 
and  Captain  Thomas  of  Michigan  and 
Calhoun  of  the  Chicago  team  have  both  ex- 
pressed their  belief  that  Detroit  will  be  a 
better  place  than  Chicago  for  the  meet. 
Naturally  Chicago  would  be  the  place  for 
the  meet  this  year,  but  there  are  too  many 
attractions  of  this  sort  there  to  pay  well,  the 
managers  think,  and  for  this  reason  Stagg 
will  probably  consent  to  go  to  Detroit  again. 
The  dual  meet  with  Illinois  is  scheduled  for 
Chicago  next  spring,  and  for  this  reason 
Captain  Calhoun  wants  to  take  his  team 
away  for  the  Michigan  meet.  He  thinks 
more  men  will  be  induced  to  come  out  for 
training  if  a  trip  is  in  prospect.  One  of  the 
Chicago-Michigan  games  will  probably  be 
played  in  Detroit  at  the  same  time. 

Yale  to  Tovf  at  New  London. 

New  Haven,  Dec.  1. — The  Yale  navy  gave 
out  to-day  that  it  has  been  finally  decided 
that  Yale  will  row  its  annual  race  with 
Harvard  over  the  New  London  course  this 
spring.  Poughkeepsie  was  chosen  last  year 
because  Yale  had  to  row  there  in  order  to 
meet  Harvard,  who  had  a  previous  agree- 
ment with  Cornell. 

This  year,  however,  by  the  five  year  ath- 
letic agreement  between  Yale  and  Harvard, 
Yale  was  given  the  choice  of  the  course,  and 
has  definitely  agreed  with  the  rowing 
authorities  at  Cambridge  upon  New  London. 

Matters  are  as  yet  undecided  with  refer- 
ence to  Cornell. 

Basket    Ball. 

Now  that  the  game  of  Basket  Ball  is  be- 
coming popular  in  the  college,  it  may  be 
well  to  offer  a  few  explanations  of  the  game 
and  the  rules  that  govern  it. 

We  had  hoped  to  be  able   to    publish   the 


rules  in  this  issue  but  they  are  copy  righted 
and  as  yet  we  have  not  received  permission 
to  publish  them. 

The  rules  call  for  five  men  on  a  side 
and  placed  as  follows:  Two  forwards,  one 
center  and  two  guards.  The  object  of  the 
game  is  to  put  liie  ball  in  the  basket  which 
is  hung  ten  feet  from  the  floor,  the  basket  is 
but  eighteen  inches  in  diameter  and  the  ball 
is  eleven  so  that  it  takes  very  accurate 
throwing  to  secure  a  goal.  The  work  of  the 
forwards  is  to  stay  near  the  goal  and  when 
the  ball  comes  near  them  they  are  to  oet  it 
and  attempt  to  put  it  in  a  basket.  A  man 
to  play  this  position  must  be  quick  and  ac- 
curate in  throwing  goals,  he  must  also  be  a 
man  who  will  sacrifice  the  honor  of  makino- 
a  goal  and  let  another  try  if  he  is  in  a  better 
position  for  it.  Team  play  is  very  essential. 
Very  often  games  are  lost  because  one  or 
two  men  want  to  play  the  whole  game.  Be- 
cause these  two  men  are  placed  near  the 
basket  and  their  work  is  to  get  the  ball  in 
the  basket,  does  not  bar  any  other  man 
from  throwing  for  goal.  Very  often  a  Cen- 
ter is  good  at  throwing  from  a  distance. 

The  Center  man  has  a  more  varied  kind 
of  work  to  do.  He  must  be  the  first  man  to 
touch  the  ball  when  it  is  put  in  play  in  the 
center  of  the  field;  he  is  responsible  for  the 
work  of  the  center  third  of  the  floor;  he 
must  prevent  his  opponent  getting  the  ball 
and  if  he  should  get  it  he  must  not  allow 
him  a  chance  to  throw  for  goal;  he  must  see 
that  the  ball  is  gotten  to  his  towards, or  if  he 
be  a  good  thrower  from  a  distance,  to  try 
for  goal.  Here  again  must  be  that  will- 
ingness to  sacrifice  personal  honor  for  the 
good  of  the  team. 

Guards  are  probably  the  least  desirable 
positions  on  the  team  because  there  is  sel- 
dom a  chance  for  brilliant  play— at  least  the 
plays  do  not  have  the  appearance  of  being- 
brilliant  but  there  is  not  a  more  responsible 
place  on  the  team.  They  must  "stay  with 
their  men"  and  prevent  them  throwino- 
goals,  and  a  guard  who  can  prevent  his  op'- 
ponent  throwing  but  few  or  no  goals  during 


the  season  lias  won  an  enviable  reputation, 
and  is  a  most  valuable  man  for  the  team.  A 
few  words  about  rules.  In  this  as  in  all 
other  ijanies  jouniajdoanythinCT^  which  the 
rules  do  not  prohibit,  and  tlie  viohition  of 
an\  rule  is  followed  b3'  a  penalty.  There 
are  two  penalties  for  all  the  violations,  (1)  a 
free  try  at  ooal  from  fifteen  feet  distance 
and  (2)  disqualification.  There  are  seven 
kinds  of  faults  which  are  penalized  bj'  the 
first  and  six  by  the  second.  For  the  first  are 
(1)  Any  playerexcept  the  captain  addressino- 
the  officers.  (1!)  Any  placer  touchinj;  the 
ball  when  it  is  thrown  np  in  the  center  or 
after  time. has  been  called,  before  it  is 
touched  b3'  one  of  two  men  designated  bj' 
the  umpire.  (3)  Kicking-  or  stricking  the 
ball  with  closed  hand.  (4)  Carrying  the  ball 
while  in  bounds.  (3)  Holding-  the  ball 
against  the  arms  or  body.  (61  Tackling, 
holding  or  pushing-  an  opponent  the  hands 
only  may  be  used  in  holding-  the  ball.  (7)  In- 
tentional delaj'  of  game.  The  rules  also 
provide  that  a  fonl  shall  be  called  for  kick- 
ing- the  ball,  catching  or  holding-  the  ball 
with  other  than  the  hands  and  pushing-  nn 
opponent  whether  such  foul  is  made  inten- 
tionally or  accidentalh-;  t'-ej-  also  implj- 
that  a  foul  against  the  opponent  can  not  be 
made  either  in  or  out  of  bounds. 

The  second  class  of  fouls  refer  to  fouling- 
the  opponents  only  and  does  not  include 
any  fouls  on  the  ball,  and  for  any  one  of 
these  the  umpire  may  for  the  first  offence 
and  must  for  the  second,  disqualify  the 
offender:  (1)  Striking.  (2)  Kicking.  (3) 
Shouldering-.  (4)  Unnecessary  rough  pla}'. 
(5)  Tripping.     (6)  Hacking. 

If  each  man  will  keep  in  mind  these  thir 
teen  fouls  and  remember  that  he  must  not 
do  an3'  of  these  things,  the  game  will  soon 
be  rid  of  the  roughness  which  characterizes 
it  when  plajed  bj'  new  men. 

The  rule  on  out  of  bounds  is  verj'  im- 
portant. It  reads:  "when  the  ball  goes  out 
of  bounds  and  rolls  or  bounces  in  again 
play  shall  continue  even  if  it  was  touched 
while  out,  except  if  the  referee  blow  his 
whistle  while  it  is  out,  then  it  shall  be  put 
in  play  as  if  it  had  not  returned  into  the 
field  of  play;  when  the  ball  goes  out  of 
bounds  and  remains  there  it  shall  be  re- 
turned by  the  plajer  first  touching-  it.  There 
shall  be  no  interference  with  his  returning 
it  by  an  opponent;  and  the  ball  can  not  be 
touched  by  an  opponent  until  it  has  crossed 
the  line,  a  violation  of  this  rule  is  penalized 


by  returning-  the  ball  to  the  plaj-er  and  giv- 
ing- him  another  throw  to  put  the  ball  in 
play. 

In  an  article  on  basket  ball  in  Outing  this 
month  we  noticed  that  the  writer  made  the 
same  mistake  that  njany  others  do  He 
saj's:  "The  ganie  is  fast  because  no  player 
is  allowed  to  hold  the  ball  more  than  five 
seconds."  This  rule  applies  to  out  o 
bounds  onlj-  and  is  found  in  no  other  place, 
and  there  is  no  rule  stating-  how  long- a  man 
may  hold  the  ball  while  in  bounds,  but  good 
play  forbids  holding-  it  very  long. 

The  game  of  indoor  base  ball  between  the 
academj'  cottages  and  dormitorj-,  that  was 
to  have  bee.n  plaj'ed  last  Saturdaj'  evening 
will  be  plaj'ed  on  Saturdaj'  of  this  week  at 
3  p.  m.  Tiiere  will  be  no  admission  and 
evervbodv  is  invited.

In  another  part  of  the  Stentor  maybe 
seen  an  article  on  Dr.  McClure's  chapel 
talk  of  last  week.  It  seems  especially 
appropriate  that  he  should  speak  to  the 
students  as  he  did  last  week,-  since  the 
present  aim  and  movement  of  the  Univer- 
sity has  been  in  a  great  many  ways  a 
reverse  of  the  controlling  motive  which 
has  seemed  uppermost  for  the  past  two 
or  three  years.  One  of  Dr.  McClure's 
ideas,  that  of  chapel  attendance,  we  feel 
sure  will  work  itself  out  in  the  near  future. 


It  has  seemed  to  the  Stentor  that  the 
present  time  chosen  for  the  holding  of 
Chapel  might  be  agreeably  changed  to  its 
old  hour  of  9  a.  m.,  however,  we  hesitate 
somewhat  in  making  this  statement,  inas- 
much as  we  are  not  sure  that  it  will  meet 
the  approval  of  all  interested.  A  sug- 
gestion which  we  do  believe  in  however, 
is  that  a  series  of  interesting  chapel  talks 
might  be  given  during  the  winter  which 
would  make  chapel  attendance,  at  least 
once  a  week,  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
Students.  If  such  a  plan  however  were 
to  be  adopted  it  would  of  necessity 
change  the  hour  of  the  chapel  exercises, 
as  it  would  be  impossible  to  give  a  chapel 
take  in  the  short  time  which  is  allowed 
the  students  between  noon  and  lunch 
time. 


THE  SECOND  OPEN   MEETING. 

At  the  second  open  evening  of  the  Art  In- 
stitute, Tuesday  evening,  Dec.  7,  President 
Andrews,  of  Brown  University,  delivered  an 
address  on  General  W.  T.  Sherman.  A  large 
audience  was  gathered  to  greet  his  appear- 
ance and  thoroughlj'  enjoyed  listening-  to 
his  carefully  prepared  piece  of  oratory. 
After  being  introduced  to  the  audience  by 
Mr.  Earned,  Prof.  Andrews  traced,  in  clear 
and  forcible  language,  the  trials,  hardships 
and  triumph  of  Sherman,  from  the  battle  of 
Bull  Run,  where  he  bore  the  brunt  of  the 
fighting,  to  the  end  of  the  war.  He  showed 
how,  through  victory  after  victory,  that 
complete  mastery  of  his  troops,  his  great 
powers  of  strategy,  and  that  higher  quality 
of  bravery,  lacked  by  many  of  the  world's 
greatest  generals,  shone  with  unmistakable 
radiance.  And  finally  in  summing  up  his 
remarks,  he  stated  that,  though  sadly  mis- 
judged at  the  beginning-  of  his  career, 
Sherman  became  one  of  the  greatest  gen- 
erals America  has  produced,  and  one  to  be 
compared  favorably  in  many  ways  with 
Europe's  most  renowned  leaders. 

In  this  lecture.  President  Andrews  showed 
by  his  control  of  language,  and  his  clear  in- 
sight into  the  history  of  the  Civil  War,  that 
he  has  deservedly  gained  a  place  among 
the  first  of  Ameiica's  College  Historians. 

We  hope  that  this  is  not  the  last  lecture  of 
that  kind  we  shall  hear  during  the  year. 


CHAPEL   TALK. 

Last  Thursdaj'  morning,  in  response  to  a 
call  from  President  McClure,  there  was  a 
specially  larg^e  attendance  at  Chapel. 

On  this  occasion  Dr.  McClure  made  a  short 
address  to  the  students  expressing  his 
thanks  to  them  for  their  ready  response  to 
his  call  and  his  pleasure  in  being  able  to 
greet  one  and  all  personally.  During  the 
course  of  his  remarks,  Dr.  McClure  made 
the  following  points:  — 

First,  by  a  comparison  of  the  numbers  of 
students  in  these  undergraduate  depart- 
ments during  this  j'ear  and  last,  he  showed 
that  the  attendance  at  present  is  just  20  per 
cent,  higher  than  it  was  at  this  time  last 
year.  This  he  noted  with  pleasure  as  it 
seemed  to  be  an  indication  of  inore  such 
progress  in  the  near  future. 

Second,  he  called  particular  attention  to 
the  completion  of  North  Hall,  which  is  soon 
to  be  ready  for  occupancj',  and  said  that  the 
improvement  of  this  building  was  an  ex- 
periment, on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  that 
it's  wise  use  on  the  part  of  the  students 
would  be  an  encouragement  to  the  trustees 
to  do  more  in  the  same  line;  and  asked  for 
loyalty  to  the  trustees  and  to  himself,  with 
reference  to  the  careful  use  of  the  building. 

Third,  he  spoke  of  a  desire  he  has  that 
a  certain  College  esprit  shall  be  developed, 
that  the  Trustees  expect  him  to  bring  all  the 
College  students  together  once  a  day,  that 
college  prayers  gives  the  opportunit3'  for 
thus  assembing,  and  that  all  must  make 
every  effort  thus  to  come  together.  The 
Alumni  are  earnest  and  deeply  appreciative 
of  Lake  Forest,  and  the  College  will  thrive 
largely  as  it  developes  college    enthusiasm. 

Fourth,  he  spoke  of  what  the  students  can 
do  to  help  him  as  President  of  the  institu- 
tion:— (a)  In  furnishing  names  of  persons 
to  be  written  to  concerning  coming  to  Lake 
Forest  College;  (b)  In  strengthening  the 
work  of  the  literarj'  societies;  (c)  In  con- 
ducting athletics  in  a  vigorous  and  skillful 
way;  (d)  In  seeing  that  all  entertainments 
given  by  the  students  are  begun  promptly 
and  are  well  arranged;  (e)  In  seeing  to  it 
that  all  the  business  affairs  of  the  students 
are  done  systematicalls',  with  prudence,  and 
without  incurring  debts;  (f)  That  the  work 
of  all  departments  of  the  College  be  done 
with  increasing  regularity  of  time,  place 
and  methods. 

Fifth,  he  then  spoke  of  his  desire  to  do 
everything  he  could,  socially,  intellectually 


and  financially,  to  advance  the  interests  of 
the  institution. 

Sixth,  he  spoke  of  the  great  principle  that 
is  guiding  the  Faculty  and  himself  in  de- 
ciding upon  coursesof  action;  namely,  what 
on  the  whole  is  best  for  the  permanent  good 
of  the  institution  and  for  the  body  of  the 
students  in  successive  j'ears. 

Dr.  McClure  then  closed  his  remarks  with 
an  earnest  plea  to  the  College  students  that 
each  and  every  one  should  do  all  in  his  or 
her  power  to  develope  the  vigor  of  the  col- 
lege. 


DEATH    OF  DR.  QUINLAN. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Chas.  H.  Quinlan  at 
Evanston  last  week,  marked  the  close  of  a 
career  which  has  been  intimately  connected 
with  the  affairs  of  Lake  Forest  University. 
He  was  one  of  those  men  to  whom  the 
Universit5'  owes  an  eternal  debt  of  gratitude- 
He  and  Dr.  Robert  W.  Patterson  were 
especially  the  men  who  in  1857  established 
this  institution.  With  three  friends  he  made 
the  first  subscription,  and  in  a  short  time 
$50,000  was  secured  largely  through  his 
energy  as  a  solicitor.  With  these  funds  the 
original  purchase  of  lands  was  made.  For 
many  years  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  institu- 
tion and  to  his  last  daj'  followed  its  career 
with  an  interest  born  of  the  long  years  of 
care  and  work  he  had  given  to  its  planting. 
No  man  in  Chicago  appreciated  better  than 
Dr.  Quinlan  the  advantages  of  collegiate 
education  and  his  tnemorial  is  in  the  lives 
of  the  many  useful  men  and  women  whotn 
Lake  Forest  has  sent  forth. 

Dr.  Quinlan  came  to  Chicago  in  1846  from 
Alban)',  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  born  Feb.  19, 
1821.  Immediately  after  his  graduation  from 
a  dental  school  at  Buffalo  he  opened  an 
office  in  Chicago.  He  at  once  became  one 
of  the  most  prominent  men  of  his  profession 
in  the  city.  In  1818  Dr.  John  D.  Quinlan 
joined  his  brother  in  Chicago,  and  under 
the  firm  name,  C.  H.  and  J.  D.  Quinlan 
they  practiced  until  1858,  when  the  former 
retired.  Dr.  Quinlan  moved  from  Chicago 
to  Lake  Forest  in  1857  and  built  a  handsome 
home.  It  was  the  beginning  of  what  is  now 
one  of  Chicago's  most  attractive  suburbs. 

Dr.  Quinlan  took  the  degree  of  M.  D.  from 
Rush  Medical  College  in  1865  and  practiced 
in  Lake  Forest  until  his  removal  to  Evans- 
ton  in  1875.  Since  then  he  had  lived  a  quiet 
life  at  his  home  in  that  cit3'.

5.  Power  of  judgment,  or  making  sharp 
discrimination  between  that  which  is  false, 
that  which  is  temporal  and  that  which  is 
essential.

A    CHRISTMAS  IN  JAPAN. 

Now  our  Merrj-  Christmas  ^is  coming. 
How  shall  we  prepare  ourselves  to  have  a 
good  time  in  the  pleasant  festival?  And 
how  shall  we  get  ready  to  thank  God  for  the 
blessing  of  the  past,  and  to  beseech  Him  for 
blessings  in  the  coming  year? 

A  few  da3"s  ago,  I  promised  to  contribute 
to  the  Stentor  a  description  of  Christmas 
in  Japan.  But  now  I  wonder  at  my  bold- 
ness in  undertaking-  such  a  work  in  nay  poor 
English! 

In  Japan  Christmas  ia  held  as  the  only 
festival  for  the  Christian,  thovigh  it  is  not 
yet  recognized  as  a  national  holidaj'.  Some 
churches  sanctify  Easter.  But  few  people 
celebrate  Thanksgiving  or  any  other  festi- 
val. To  remember  Christmas  as  the  birth- 
da}'  of  our  Saviour  and  to  celebrate  it  with 
all  heartiness,  the  Japanese  Christian  has 
rather  a  noble  idea.  But  the  way  for  the 
celebration  is  very  simple;  for  we  Japanese 
Christians  should  be  careful  not  to  make 
the  people  misunderstand  Christianity,  anj 
to  avoid  from  building-  up  anj'  superstition 
and  formality,  or  an3thing  that  resenables 
such  things. 

On  Christmas  daj-  we  have  a  service  in 
church,  where  the  house  is  decked  with 
festoons,  and  many  presents  are  piled  up 
on  a  table  for  the  church  members,  and  a 
Christmas  tree  is  loaded  with  many  kites, 
balls,  dolls  and  other  pla5'things  for  the 
children.  After  a  solemn  worship  and  the 
recitations  by  the  bible  classes,  the  presents 
are  handed  to  the  members,  and  thej'  freely 
enter  into  conversation.  Sometimes  some 
games  are  played,  and  a  tea  part}'  is  held. 
When  the  meeting  is  over  they,  in  high 
spirits,  come  out  of  the  gate  of  the  church; 
and  the  little  children,  smiling  and  clapping- 
their  hands,  hurry  to  their  homes  to  see  how 
big  a  dinner  their  mothers  have  prepared 
for  them.  In  short,  ever}-  Christian  finds  it 
a  good  time  to  open  his  shut  up  heart  freely 
on  the  festival  day,  and  receive  from  Ilim 
more  faith,  hope  and  courage  than  he  ever 
had  before. 

Among  the  Japanese  Christians  nothing 
is  said  about  Santa  Claus,  so  our  children 
do  not  receive  from  him  any  prize  for  their 
good  deeds.  I  do  not  know  why  Santa  Claus 
has  not  gone  over  to  Japan;  I  think  perhaps 
he  is  too  old  to  travel  so  far,  or  too  busy  in 
the  Christmas  time.  In  truth  we  must  con- 
sider   whether    it    is    wisest    to    make    the 


children  rejoice  by  such  a  superstition. 

To  have  a  good  time  in  the  festival,  we 
prefer  the  churches  of  countries  to  those  of 
cities,  where  we  receive  a  heartier  welcome 
by  the  simple  and  warm-hearted  people. 

The  Christianity  of  Japan  is  growing  up 
year  by  year.  So  we  believe  that  a  time  will 
come,  when  Christmas  will  be  recognized  as 
a  national  holiday,  not  only  in  Japan  but  in 
all  the  Orient,  and  so  in  all  the  world.

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OUR  HERO. 

It  was  a  cold,  bleak  daj^  early  in  March; 
the  north  wind  was  blowing  and  an  oc- 
casional flake  of  snow  floated  to  the  earth; 
ao-ainst  this  cold,  raw  wind,  the  north  bound 
train  pulled  out  of  C—  and  sped  on  mile 
after  mile:  I  was  traveling  for  an  Athletic 
Suppl5'  Company  and  was  bound  for  the 
town  of  Northern  Forest— a  College  town — 
with  samples  of  spring  athletic  goods. 

As  I  had  entered  the  car  I  had  taken  the 
only  vacant  seat,  beside  a  3'oung  ladj'  whom 
I  afterward  observed  to  be  very  pretty.

I  noticed  by  her  ticket  that  we 
were  to  get  off  at  the  same  town.

It  was  ver3'  easj'  to  see  that  they 
were  College  boj'S  and  I  was  soon  aware  of 
the  fact  that  thej'  were  enroute  for  some 
great  contest  with  another  college.  I  asked 
one  of  the  boys  where  they  were  going  and 
he,  with  a  look  of  surprise,  said,  "Wh\-  to- 
night we  play  the  final  game  for  cham- 
pionship in  Basket  Ball  with  Northern  For- 
est College."  I  instinctivelj'  glanced  at  my 
fair  companion  and  as  those  firey  black  ejes 
shot  a  scornful  look  at  the  enthusiast,  I  was 
convinced  that  she  would  cheer  for  the 
other  team.  I  ventured  to  remark  to  the 
young  lady,  that  they  seemed  confident  of 
success.  She  replied  that  she  was  afraid 
thej'  would  be  disappointed.  During  our 
conversation  I  learned  that  her  name  was 
Clara  W — .  I  noticed  as  she  stepped  from 
the  train  a  stalwart  j-outh  who  met  her  and 
from  the  greeting  I  surmised  man}'  things. 
In  fact  I  made  up  a  whole  storj'  in  my  mind 
as  follows:  He  was  to  pla}'  with  the  Nor- 
thern Forest  team  and  therefore  she  took 
an  interest  in  the  game.  I  delivered  her 
parcel  into  her  hands   and,   with    a  bow,  re- 


tired. Being  an  old  plaj'er  my  self  and  for 
other  reasons  I  decided  to  see  theganie  that 
night. 

Some  hours  later  I  found  ni}-  way  to  the 
well  lighted  gymnasium  and  favored  by 
fortune  I  found  that  m}'  seat  was  next  to  my 
fair  companion.  A  few  minutes  later  and 
the  visiting  team  appeared  on  the  floor  for 
a  little  practice,  after  which  thej-  retired  to 
the  side  lines  and  confidence  of  success  was 
plainly  written  on  their  faces.  The  home 
team  (of  which  I  shall  speak  as  "our  temn" 
in  this  story)  appeared  and  was  greeted  by 
a  round  of  applause.  At  m}- left  sat  a  joung- 
man  who  seemed  verj'  much  interested  in 
the  outcome  of  the  game  and  I  \  entured  to 
ask  him  about  the  respective  strength  of  the 
teams.  I  found  that  neither  team  had  been 
defeated. 

Theshrill  whistle  of  the  referee  announced 
that  the  time  for  the  game  to  bei;-in  had  ar- 
rived. The  teams  took  their  places  on  the 
floor,  and  in  the  position  of  forward  I  recog- 
nized the  3-oung  man  wlio  had  met  mj-  fair 
companion  at  the  depot.  As  I  saw  her  wave 
her  handkerchief  at  him  I  said,  that  team 
will  win  if  one  man  can  make  it  do  so. 

"Is  Western  Lake  read}-?  Is  Northern 
Forest  ready?''  cries  the  referee;  and  tlieball 
shoots  into  the  air;  the  great  game  is  on. 
Both  men  strike  the  ball  at  the  sanie  time 
but  it  falls  to  the  floor  at  their  side,  but  both 
men  spring  for  it  as  a  cat  would  for  a  bird. 
Back  and  forward  flies  the  balls;  now  it  took 
a  flight  of  the  entirelenglh  of  the  field — now 
bj'  short  lightening  like  passes  it  is  forced 
to  the  other  end.  Five — Ten — Fifteen  inin- 
utes  of  pla}-  and  neither  side  has  scored. 
The  heavj-  whistle  of  the  umpire  sounds 
and  he  announces  a  foul  by  W.  L.;  N.  F. 
takes  a  free  trj'  at  goal  and  is  successful. 
The  ball  is  again  put  in  plaj'  and  forced  to 
the  end  of  the  field — a  series  of  skillful 
passes  brought  the  ball  back  to  the  center 
of  the  field  where  the  visiting-  center  se- 
cured it  and  making  a  brilliant  throw  for 
goal,  scores  two  points  for  his  team.  The 
cheers     of     the     visiting     rooters     almost 


drowned  the  sound  of  the  referee's  whistle; 
but  as  the  ball  was  put  in  play  quiet  was 
restored. 

The  few  remainino;  ininutes  witnessed  a 
thrilling  scene  and  several  close  calls  from 
scoring.  The  time-keeper's  whistle  sounded 
for  the  end  of  the  tirst  half  with  the  score 
2  to  1  in  favor  of  the  visitors.  Could  our 
team  win?  Would  they  be  able  to  overcoine 
the  lead  of  the  visitors?  Would  they  still 
play  a  steady  g-ame?  Which  team  would 
have  the  most  endurance?  These  and  many 
other  questions  could  be  heard  on  all  sides. 
After  a  rest  often  minutes  the  referee  called 
thetn  out  for  the  final  struggle.  Our  stal- 
wart youth  and  his  team  received  another 
cheer  from  Miss  Clara  which  was  recognized 
by  more  than  one  of  the  team. 

The  ball  was  in  the  air  and  the  fierce 
battle  was  once  more  being  waged:  back 
and  forth  went  the  ball — now  the  visitors 
frighten  every  one  bj''  altnost  scoring;  now 
every  heart  is  about  to  leap  for  joy  as  the 
ball  rests  on  the  edge  of  the  basket  and  then 
falls  off.  Minute  after  minute  passes,  every 
tnan  is  working-  as  though  his  life  depended 
on  winning-  the  game.  So  well  has  the  op- 
ponent of  Charley  plaj'ed  (for  such  is  the 
name  of  our  friend)  that  he  has  hardly  had 
a  chance  to  try  for  goal:  but  Charley  is  tir- 
ing him  out  by  his  continual  rapid  pla3'S. 
Five  minutes  more  to  play  and  the  score 
still  2  to  1  for  the  visitors.  Cheer  after  cheer 
urges  on  the  home  team.  Harder  and 
faster  they  play.  Four  minutes  more. — Now 
the  ball  is  at  one  end  ot  the  field — now  at 
the  other: — Now  it  is  worked  past  way  down 
the  field  only  to  be  lost,  back  il  comes  but 
it  is  secured  by  the  strong  guards  and  again 
it  starts  on  its  zig-zag  journey  toward  the 
home  goal.  Two  minutes  still  to  play  and 
the  ball  has  gone  to  the  opponents  end  of 
the  field.  The  excitement  is  intense — only 
another  minute  is  left  to  play.  In  that  time 
the  game  will  either  be  won  or  lost.  "It 
must  be  won,"  cries  the  captain.  Again  the 
ball  starts  for  the  home  goal — it  reaches  the 
center  of  the  field— it  is  lost— fierce  is  the 
struggle,  it  is  quickly  regained^on  it  come. 
Twenty  seconds  more — can  thej'  make  it? 
Again  they  lose  it  but  as  quickly  it  is  re- 
gained— pass  after  pass  in  rapid  succession. 

Five  seconds  in  which  to  win  the  game — 
at  last  by  a  lightening  like  movement 
Charlie  has  gained  a  point  of  vantage, quick 
as  a  flash  the  ball  is  passed  to  him,  he 
raises  it  above  his  head— he   pauses   an   in- 


stant for  better  aim — will  he  throw  it  in 
time.  Three  seconds  more — on  comes  his 
opponent — he  has  hindered  throws  before; 
But  calmly  stands  the  gallent  towards. 
There  is  a  quiver  in  his  frame — out  shoots 
his  strong  right  arm,  and  the  ball  is  on  its 
last  flight, — will  it  enter?  All  isquiet — every 
one  is  leaning  toward  as  if  thej'  would  help 
it  reach  and  enter  the  basket— nearer  and 
nearer  it  approaches  the  goal — every  spec- 
tator holds  his  breath,  for  that  throw  wins 
or  looses  the  game — it  is  almost  there.  The 
tiine  keeper's  whistle  announces  that  the 
struggle  is  over — but  if  the  ball  enters  the 
basket  the  game  is  won — at  last  it  has 
reached  the  goal  and  lands  squarely  in  the 
basket.  There  is  a  tremendous  shout  of  joy. 
The  game  is  won  by  a  score  of  3  to  2  and  the 
championship  goes  to  Northern  Forest  and 
Clara's  hero  is  OUR  hero.

STUDENT  VOLUNTEER  CON- 
VENTION. 

Eleven  years  ago  the  Student  Volunteer 
movement  was  born  on  Mt.  Hermon,  near  Mr. 
Moody's  home,  at  Northfield,  Mass.  Like 
the  famous  haystack  prayer  ineeting  at 
Williams  college,  in  the  same  state  eighty 
years  before,  the  birth  of  this  wonderful 
movement  marks  an  epoch  in  the  history  of 
modern  missionarj'  effort.  Like  all  divine- 
ly inspired  inovements  among  men,  its 
origin  was  spontaneous  in  the  hearts  of  a 
few  earnest  souls.  Mr.  Mood}-  as  is  his 
custom  every  year,  had  invited  the  christ- 
ian students  from  the  institutions  of  higher 
learning  in  the  United  States  to  gather  at 
his  home,  and  caujp  out  for  a  few  weeks 
and  hold  a  conference — now  familiarly 
known  as  the  Northfield  conference.  Here 
the  problems  confronting  the  Christain 
church  were  freely  discussed  and  methods 
of  solving  them  proposed.  The  claim  of 
the  dark  lands  upon  the  American  church 
was  resolved  to  a  matter  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility bj'  a  little  band  of  the  brightest 
college  students,  and  they  met  together 
and  declared  their  purpose  to  go  to  the  for- 
eign lands  with  the  message  of  the  gospel. 

The  subsequent  history  of  the  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Movement  for  Foreign 
Missions  is  remarkable  in  that  it  has  en- 
listed the  heart  and  brain  of  our  American 
Colleges  in  the  work  of  evangelization  of  the 
world.  Already  over  eight  hundred  Stu- 
dent   Volunteers    have  sailed   for  mission 


lands  and  thousands  more  are  prepariua; 
for  the  great  work  of  which  Spurgeon  aaj-s, 
"I  should  not  like  you  if  meant  bj'  God  to 
be  a  great  inissionar3',  to  die  a  millionaire. 
I  should  not  like  it,  were  j-ou  fitted  to  be  a 
missionarj',  that  jou  should  drivel  down 
into  a  king.  Wliat  are  all  3'our  kini>s,  all 
yournobles.all  3'ourdiadems,  when  j'ouput 
them  together  compared  with  the  dignity 
of  winning  souls  for  Christ,  with  the  spec- 
ial honor  of  building  for  Christ,  not  on  an- 
other man's  foundation,  but  of  preaching 
Christ's  gospel  in  regions  far  bej'ond?  I 
reckon  him  to  be  a  man  honored  of  men 
who  can  do  a  foreign  work  for  Christ." 

Gen.    Benjamin     Harrison    says    of     the 
movement:     "It  needs  not   to  be  buttressed 
by  certificates  or  propped  by  argument.     It 
is  not  essential    that   we   have   statistics   of 
achievements.     We  see   the   stalwart   youth 
of  our  countrj'  beating  out  the    armor   the}' 
are  to  wear  and  forging  the  swords  the}'  are 
to   wield.     The   armor   will    be    tough    and 
strong  and  the  swords  brightand  keen;  and 
these   eager    3'oung   soldiers   will    readjust 
boundaries.      Recruiting-   must    be    active. 
The  first  blow  establishes   a   fealty  that   is 
not    easiU'    detached.        Give     them     lead- 
ers chosen  from  their  own  ranks,  and    their 
own  corps  badge;    and    out    of    this    cadet 
corps  will  come  the  great  captains  who  will 
fight  it  out  on  the  lines   of   trutli    until    the 
world's  rebellion  against  God  has    been  put 
down  and  the  vanquished  are  given    an   un- 
stinted share  in  the  heritage  of  tlie  victors." 
The  more  than  five  thousand  students  who 
have  been  led  to  dedicate  their  lives   to   for- 
eign missions  through  the  influence   of  the 
Student  Volunteer  movement    for    Foreign 
Missions  have  sent  representatives  to  a  con- 
vention which  is  held  once  in  two  3'ears,  the 
result*  of  whicii  have  been  far   reai  hing  in 
the  lives  of  the  individual    Volunteers,   and 
in  the  life  of  the  colleges  and  seminaries  of 
this  land,  and  in  the  uttermost  parts  of   the 
earth.    Great  results  are  expected  from  tlie 
coming  convention  which  is  to   be  held   at 
Cleveland,  O.,  Feb.  2.3-27,  1898.     All  the  more 
important  institutions   of   higher   learning 
in  America  will  be  adeqttateh'    represented. 
A  special  train  is  to  carr3'   the  delegates   to 
Chicago.     Lake  Forest  can  not  affordto  miss 
this  privilege  of  joining  hands  with  all    the 
other  educational  institutions  in  this  great- 
est of  modern  movements.     We   can  not   be 
blind  to  the  strategic  importance,  not   onl3f 
the  histor3-  of  the  Christian  Church,   but  in 
the  histor3'  of  the  world,  of  this  convocation.

"The  conviction  is  growing  that  the 
smaller  and  leas  pretentious  colleges  and 
schools,  where  the  student  conies  in  direct 
contact  with  the  leading  minds  of  the  in- 
stitution, have  been,  and  are  to-day,  turning 
out  the  great  minds  of  our  country.  These 
colleges  are  only  heard  of  when  one  is  read- 
ing about  our  most  successful  men  and 
finds  that  so  humble  have  been  the  scources 
of  their  education  that  one  would  have  some 
trouble  in  finding  the  colleges  and  schools 
which  were  attended.  Is  it  not  possible, 
too,  that  manj'  of  the  most  famous  and  par- 
ticularlj'  the  oldest  colleges  in  our  land  are 
unfitting  young  men  for  business  affairs 
and  the  eractical  application  of  life?" 

Lake  Forest  and  other  Colleges  of 
smaller  attendance  are  examples  of  the 
truth  of  Mr.  Revell's  statements,  espec- 
ially do  we  find  these  remarks  to  be  true 
of  Lake  Forest.

We  hope  the  two  great 
authorities  who  have  just  been  meeting 
had  no  intention  of  getting  up  rules  for 
their  own  special  benefit.  How  would  it 
do,  if,  instead  of  getting  a  new  set  of 
rules  for  the  west,  the  west  should  ask  to 
have  a  say  in  the  making  up  of  the 
national  association  rules  and  let  one  or 
both  of  these  Solons  go  to  represent 
them  on  the  Rules  Committee?  Wiscon- 
sin politely  suggests  that  Mr.  Stagg 
represent  the  west  on  this  committee. 
They  show  the  right  spirit.  Now  why 
not  have  some  concerted  action  on  this 
subject  by  the  western  universities?

PROFESSOR    HALSEY'S  REVIEW. 

In  the  Januarj-  Isuse  of  the  Dial  appears 
a  review,  by  Professor  Halsey,  of  a  new 
book  on  the  "Life  of  Robert  K.  Lee."  In  this 
article  Professor  Halsey  shows  that  Lee 
cannot  be  corixctU'  regarded  as  a  National 
Hero.  In  showing  how  sadlj'  mistaken  Lee 
was  in  his  public  career,  Professor  Halsey 
characterizes  Lee  as  "one  who  was  probably 
the  greatest  master  of  military  strategy 
that  this  country'  has  ever  produced."  In 
denouncing  the  mistake  Lee  made  in  con- 
necting himself  with  a  cause  "the  motive 
principles  of  which  offended  his  reason  and 
outraged  his  heart,"  Professor  Halsej'  aays: 
"far  be  it  from  anj^  sane  critic  to  say  ought 
in  disparagement  of  tfie  nobilitN'of  soul  and 
character  of  that  magnificent  soldier  and 
man  Robert  E.  Lee."  The  great  merit  of  this 
able  article  is  the  scholar\'  waj^  in  which 
Professor  Halsey  brings  out  the  beautiful 
traits  in  the  character  of  Lee  while  at  the 
same  tiine  he  condemns  the  cause  for  which 
Lee  fought.

I  soiuetimes  tliiuk  the  world  is  getliiio; 
better  and  then  a<>ain  I  sometimes  doubt  it.

Even  the  old  men  of 
Israel  wept  when  they  renieinliered  the  for- 
mer magnificence  of  the  temple  and  com- 
pared it  with  the  then  mwLleiti  structure 
But  I  was  thinkiuij,-  of  discoveries  that  are 
now  and  then  made  which  show  the  intel- 
lectual progress  and  moral  excellence  of 
people  of  ancient  time.s  whom  we  had  lieen 
accustomed  to  consider  savages.  Such  dis- 
coveries always  make  us  feel  our  own  little- 
ness, and  they  upset  so  uiauy  of  our  theories 
of  life.  We  like  to  think  that  we  are  the  cU- 
u)a.\  ol  an  intellectual  and  moral  evolution) 
and  we  look  back  upon  past  generations 
with  a  feeling-  of  pit\' — as  being  merely  the 
ladder  on  which  our  modern  civilization 
has  cliiiied  to  the  Su.nTriun]  Gequs  of  the  race. 
And  so  when  we  pick  up  an  old  parchment 
that  tells  of  past  glories,  as  was  done  awaj- 
back  in  old  Israel  during  tlie  reign  of  Josiah 
it  has  somewhat  the  same  effect  upon  us 
that  it  had  upon  the  people  of  old. 

I  thought  of  this  as  I  picked  np  an  old 
book  containing  the  records  of  the  Lake 
Forest  College  Y.  M.  C.  A.  wliicli  laid  among 
the  old  rubbish  cleaned  out  at  the  lime  of 
tlie  removal  into  the  new  dorniatorj'.  It  is 
the  record  for  1891^-3  and  it  contains  a  full 
account  of  an  active  j'ear's  work.  One  item 
is  as  follows:  "Oct.  29 — Y.  M.  C.  A. reception 
at  Art  Institute — largely  attended  by  stu- 
dents from  the  Academy,  Seminarj'  and 
College  as  well  as  b\-  faculty  and  town 
folks.  A  ver}'  enjoj'able  evening"  in  the  way 
of  three  minute  conversations,  ten  in  num- 
ber. Previous  to  the  "conversations"  there 
was  a  musical  selection  by  the  glee  club, 
and  some  appropriate  remarks  by  Dr.  Mc- 
Clure.  All  enio3ed  themselves  greatly  and 
pronounced  it  the  'best^Y.  M.  C.A.  and  Y.  \V. 
C.  A.  reception  ever  tendered.'  The  attend- 
ance was  about  two  huntlred  am'  fifty." 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  got  out  a  hand  book  that 
year  of  which  the  record  saj's:  "The  size 
and  general  brevity  of  the  nuitter  has  re- 
ceived commendation  from  college  men  and 
is  similar  to  the  best  liand  books  issued." 
Herbert  K.  House,  who  was  the  president  of 
the  association  at  the  time  the  hand  book 
was  gotten  up,  records  the  advice  to  follow- 
ing generations.  "Future  editions  should 
have  a  page  giving  names  and    position    of 


faculty  and  the  school  calender  of  the  J'ear, 
and  also  should  contain  pictures  of  the 
buildings. " 

Nine  men  were  sent  as  delegates  to  repre- 
sent Lake  Forest  College  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
summer  school  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin, 
and  the  following  is  a  record  of  the  work  of 
the  Association  during  the  Christinas  vaca- 
tion: 

"Lake  Forest  and  Northwestern  Universi- 
ties in  union  sent  out  two  bands.  The  Lake 
Forest  band,  with  R.  B.  Spellman  as  leader 
and  E.  L.  Jones  and  E.  A.  Drake  as  well  as 
three  of  the  Evanston  boys,  Lee,  Denisotn 
and  Stead,  as  members,  went  to  Washing- 
ton, Illinois,  where  thej'  worked  during  the 
whole  of  the  Holidaj'  week  with  marked  suc- 
cess. The  average  attendance  at  men's 
meetings  was  4-1;  at  the  woman's  meetings, 
49.  The  meetings  resulted  in  15conversions. 
The  work  not  onU-  strengthened  our  fellows 
but,  there  is  reason  to  trust,  left  an  abiding 
influence  in  Washington."

SCIENTIFIC  KITE  FLYING. 

Of  late,  there  has  been  an  itnmense  amount 
of  curiosity  manifested  by  the  students  in 
the  huge  kites  which  can  be  seen,  at  all 
hours  of  the  day,  flying  high  over  the  Uni- 
versity buildings.  During  the  summer 
inonths  Prof.  Stevens  conducted  an  exten- 
sive series  of  experiments  with  box  kites, 
along  the  same  line  as  that  done  at  the 
Blue  Hill  Mass.  experiment  station,  and  has 
now  suceeded  in  developing  the  idea  in  an 
entirely  new  and  eminently  practicable 
form. 

These  kites  are  now  in  daily  use  at  the 
University  experiment  station  by  Prof 
Stevens  and  Instructor  Anderson.  The  line 
of  work  in  which  the3"  are  especially  inter- 
ested, is  meteorology  with  Special  reference 
to  atmospherical  electricity'  and  h  nniidity. 
Soine  valuable  data  have  been  secured  and 
they  have  been  deemed  of  such  value  that 
they  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Weather  Bureau 
at  Washington.

chapel,  whicVi  brings  as  high  as  $2  to  $3, 
publications  and  writing,  subscription 
work,  type-writing  and  stenograph}',  and 
odd  work  outside  the  college.

game  between  east  and  west?  Wlio  has 
made  the  rules  of  the  game  in  the  past  if  not 
the  very  men  who  have  introduced  and  de- 
veloped the  g-ame  in  America?  Who  are 
doing  it  tilts  year?  The  same  men.  Then 
whj^  bring  in  any  question  of  sectional  dif- 
ferences of  opinion.  There  are  a  numberof 
colleges  in  the  east  who,  as  far  as  football 
ability  is  concerned,  have  a  belter  right  to 
representation  on  the  rules  couimiltee  than 
anv  western  college,  and  yet  di>  not  have 
such  a  representation.  Are  the  differences 
in  east  and  west  so  great  that  they  require 
a  different  set  of  rules  for  the  government 
of  each  game?  No.  Tlien  wh3'  make  such 
a  fuss  about  nothing?     Let  this  matter  drop 


in  the  west  and  trust  to  the  intelligence  of  a 
set  of  men,  who  evidentlj-  have  the  good  of 
the  game  at  heart,  to  make  the  rules  con- 
ducive to  its  welfare  as  a  game.  Of  course 
we  have  some  inen  in  the  west  who  proba- 
bl_v  understand  the  game  well  enough  to 
have  a  say  in  the  rules  committee,  but  as 
Evarts  Wrenn  saj's,  "let  the  west  apply  tor 
representation  on  this  committee  and  they 
can  probablj'  have  it."  No  bona  fide  appli- 
cation has  ever  been  made  by  the  west  for 
any  such  position,  and  the  statement  by 
L.  M.  that  they  have  been  turned  down  by 
the  east,  is  mistaken.  But,  finally,  the  game 
will  not  be  so  completeli"  ruined  by  these 
eastern  men  in  the  absence  of  a  westerner 
that  it  cannot  be  revised  next  }ear  by  hav- 
ing a  level  western  brain  introduced  in  their 
deliberative  assembly,  so  wh3'  not  let  the 
matter  drop  tliis  j'ear  and  l)end  j'our  ener- 
gies toward  better  representation  later  on.

One  of  the  features 
of  the  printed  program  will  be  a  note  ac- 
companying each  set  of  exercise  explaining 
wh3t  part  of  the  body  is  effecteil  and  the 
benefit  derived  from  the  work. 


TRAINING     FOR      A      QUARTER- 
MILE  RUN. 

This  article  was  written  by  D.  H.  Jackson  for 
the  Stentor,  and  we  reserve  the  privelege  of 
pubhcation. — Ed. 

A  f^ood  quarter  mile  runner  is  usunll}'  a 
sprinter.  In  the  last  couple  of  3ears  the 
number  of  good  quarter-niiler,s  has  in- 
creased greatl}',  and  it  is  due  probabl3-  to 
the  fact  that  sprinters  have  been  forced  to 
give  up  the  shorter  da.shes  and  lake  to  this 
distance,  for  men  who  cannot  do  better  than 
10  1-5  have  no  longer  any  business  in  the 
shorter  sprints,  and  accordingly  tr3'  the 
quarter,  which  is  the  long'  sprint  in  Ameri- 
ca. But  speed  alone  will  not  win  here; 
there  must  be  endurance;  and  ver3'  often 
one  man  can  beat  a  faster  man  because  he 
can  keep  nearer  to  full  speed  for  the  entire 
distance. 

In  training  for  the  quarter,  as  indeed  in 
training  for  an3'  distance,  the  best  results 
will  be  obtained  if  there  is  a  month  of  pre- 
liminar3'  work  done  in  order  to  season  the 
chords,  strengthen  the  muscles,  and  get 
them  used  to  work.  This  preliminar3'  train- 
ing should  consist  entirel3'of  slow  work,  that 
is,  jogging.  Starting  in  with  only  a  little 
jogging  and  walking  round  the  track,  the 
work  can  be  gradually  increased  until  a 
half  or  three  quarters  of  a  mile  is  covered 
each  time.  This  work  should  never  be  so 
hard  as  to  wind  the  runner  ver3'  much,  and 
need  not  be  taken  every  day  if  the  legs  get 
stiff,  and  if  they  get  sore  it  is  best  to  rest 
for  a  few  days. 

And  now  for  what  ina3'  be  termed  the 
regular  training.  Bearing  in  mind  the  two 
objects  to  be  attained,  nameU',  speed  and 
endurance,  it  is  plain  that  some  time  must 
be  devoted  to  each.  Therefore  on  certain 
days  there  will  be  sprint  work  while  other 
days  will  be  devoted  to  longer  jogging.  It 
is  impossible  to  133^  down  an  exact  rule  and 
expect  it  to  suit  all  men,  for  while  the  gen- 
eral plan  of  work  is  the  same,  the  amount  of 
each  kind  will  var3'  for  different  men.  For 
m3'self  I  have  found  the  following  to  best 
prepare  me  for  a  race.  Monda3' — some 
starting,  a  couple  of  fifties  and  a  jog- 
through  600  3'ards  in  about  1:30.  Tnesda3^ 
some  more  starting,  sa3'  a  75  yards  and  a 
220  in  about  28  seconds.  Wednesda3' — go 
through  a  fast  220  or  three  hundred. 
Thursda3' — same  as  monda3r.  Frida3'  — 
starting,  and  a  jog  of  two  or  three  hundi'ed 


yards.  Saturday — a  trial  quarter,  300,  or  350 
3'ards.  I  get  in  a  trial  quarter  at  least  once 
in  two  vi'eeks,  and  if  I  can  stand  it  alright, 
once  a  week.  On  all  da3's  before  starting 
or  doing  an3-  fast  work  there  should  be  a 
limbering  lip  to  avoid  straining  an3'  mus- 
cles. 

The  new  man  is  ]ierhap3  more  worried 
over  the  wa3'  he  should  run  the  race  than 
over  an3thing  else.  And  the  onl3- •.va3' he  can 
finil  out  how  to  do.  this  is  1)3'  8tucl3-ing  him- 
self in  his  trials.  However  this  mucli  ma3'  be 
said.  A  iium  must  be  pumped  out  when  he 
finishes  a  hard  quarter, but  needs  enough  to 
carr3'  him  to  the  tape.  And  all  old  quar- 
ter mile  runners  will  sa3'  something  like 
this:  "I  sprint  as  hard  as  I  can  for  Biiy 
3'ards  or  so,  then  ease  up  a  bit,  but  keep  go- 
ing just  inside  m3'  limit  with  'a  3'ard  up  my 
sleeve,'  as  Fred  Stone  sa3-s,  until  about  sev- 
ent3'-five  or  a  hundred  3ards  from  the  fin- 
ish when  I  cut  loose  and  rur.

Prof.  Burnap  at  Brentano  School. 

Last  Friday  night  Professor  Burnap  de- 
livered the  first  of  a  series  of  three  lectures 
at  the  Brentano  School,  North  Fairfield  Av. 
and  West  Division  street,  Chicago.  Prof. 
Burnap  will  deliver  his   second   and   third 


lectures  on  Friday,  Feb.  18,  and  Feb.  25. 
The  Chicago  Record  has  secured  the  ser- 
vices of  four  of  our  Professors  to  deliver 
lectures  in  the  University  extension  course 
which  they  are  aiding.  An  audience  of 
100  was  in  attendance  to  hear  Prof.  Burnap 
and  keen  attention  and  interest  was  shown 
bj' all  present  in  the  course.  The  following 
is  a  review  of  Prof.  Burnap's  lecture:  "On 
Julj'  19,  1870,  France  declared  war  against 
Prtiasia.  Six  months  later,  after  a  series  of 
the  most  astonishing  victories.  King  Wil- 
liam 1.  of  Prussia,  grandfather  of  the  pres- 
ent enaperor,  was  proclaimed  hereditary 
ruler  of  Germany  in  the  hall  of  mirrors  at 
Versailles.  That  stirring  scene  in  the  his- 
toric palace  of  the  French  kings  was  the 
beginning-  of  the  present  German  empire. 
From  that  time  to  the  present  German3-  has 
been  generally  recognized  as  the  foremost 
military  power  of  the  world.  She  is  the  un- 
questioned ruler  of  the  world  in  the  realm 
of  thought,  arid  she  is  making  gigantic 
strides  in  extending  her  commerce.  At  the 
present  moiuent  she  is  carrying  out  a  'land- 
grabbing'  policy  as  audacious  as  any  ever 
adopted  by  England  in  her  wonderful  ca- 
reer of  expansion."

Some  one  has  said  that 
this  is  the  age  of  advertisina:.  It  is  certain 
that  those  enterprises  succeed  the  best  are 
those  which  are  placed  before  the  public  in 
the  most  attractive  light. 

Now,  it  was  my  good  fortune  on  Friday 
evening  last  to  attend  one  lecture  in  the 
course  given  in  Chicago  by  Prof.  Biirnap 
at  the  Brenfano  School.  For  exactly  one 
hour  and  17  minutes  a  miscellaneirus  au- 
dience of  nearly  800  people  listened  atten- 
tively to  the  address  on  "The  Dualism  in 
German  History'." 

Three  points  were  clearly  developed  in 
the  lecture.  The  first  was  a  vivid  present- 
ation of  a  few  of  the  salient  features  in  the 
complex  organization  of  the  old  German 
Empire,  to  the  close  of  the  Thirtj  Years 
War,  showing  how  it  was  that  the  States  of 
the  Empire  developed  political  independ- 
ance  at  the  expense  of  the  central  authorit)', 
until  the  latter  practically  vanished  long 
before  the  lustreless  Imperial  Sceptre  was 
voluntarily  thrown  awaj'  in  1806. 

The  two  other  points  might  be  consider- 
ed together.  The}'  were  a  clear  cut  sketch 
of  the  rise  and  development  of  Austria,  and 
Prussia.  Their  rivalry  for  supremacy 
within  the  empire  is  the  Dnalit^m  in  Ger- 
man History.  This  rivalrj'  first  broke  out 
in  armed  conflict  between  Maria  Theresa 
and  Frederick  the  Great. 

It  was  finally  brought  to  a  triumphant 
close  bj'  Prussia  in  1866,  when  the  helmeted 
legions  of  King  William  I  forcibly  thrust 
Avisfria  out  of  Germanj'. 

The  cold  logical  development  of  this  lec- 
ture was  occasionally  relieved  bj'  apt  stories 
or  a  flash  of  wit,  which  elicited  the  hearty 
applause  of  the  audience.  At  the  close  of 
the  lecture  all  sorts  of  questions  were  asked 
in  reference  to  our  school,  where  it  is,  what 
it  is,  and  what  are  its  special  advantages. 

Now,  to  return  to  where  I  began.  I  re- 
gard the  course  of  free  lectures  which  our 
Facultj'  are  aiving  in  Chicago  as  the  best 
possible  way  to  bring-  to  the  notice  of  the 
people  of  the  Windy  City  some  of  those  ad- 
vantages which  L.  F.  U.  has  to  offer  earnest 


students.  Cliicaoo  people  are  profoundly 
ii;noriint  of  the  L.  F.  U.  Tlie  special  value 
of  these  lectures  is  I  think  that  thej'  are  do- 
ing' nincli  to  enligliten  the  people  on  more 
sutijects  than  one,  especiallj'  in  reference 
to  this  University.

As  a  result  of  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
the  Iowa  Universit3'  Sophomoies  to  haze 
the  Freshmen,  several  of  the  latter  were 
severely  injured,  and  twenty-two  of  the 
participants  were  expelled  from  the  in- 
stitution. 

Brown  Universitj'  requires  each  student 
to  exercise  four  hours  each  week  in  the 
g3'mnasium.

MR.  MASON  ADDRESSES 
STUDENTS. 

Tuesday  inorning,  Feb.  22,  all  the  stu- 
dents gathered  at  the  Art  Institute  to  hear 
Mr.  Edward  G.  Mason's  address  on  Wash- 
ington and  the  West."  The  paper  he  read 
was  scholarly  and  entertaining  and  re- 
ceived a  great  deal  of  merited  attention  and 
praise.  Dr.  McClure  presided  at  the  meet- 
ing atid  introduced  Mr.  Mason,  who  then 
spoke,  bringing-  out  the  following  points 
clearly: 

Washing-ton  saw  with  prophetic  foresig-ht 
the  greatness  of  the  New  West  which  had 
not  at  his  time  opened  up,  and  the  west  is 
more  deeply  indebted  to  W^ashington's 
plans  for  its  welfare  than  we  generallj'  sup- 
pose. Washington's  earlj'  exploration  of 
and  ownership  of  parts  of  the  west  alone 
show  the  vast  importance  which  he  at- 
tached to  the  opening  up  of  the  new 
countrj',  and  besides  this  it  is  well  known 
froin  his  private  and  public  letters  how 
much  he  advocated  close  communication 
and  unity  of  interests  between  the  eastern 
and  western  sections  of  the  original  thir- 
teen states.  Afterward  when  Washington 
was  President,  his  interest  in  the  -west  led 
him  to  adopt  the  onlv  possible  way  of  se- 
curing; safety  to  the  lives  of  W^estern 
Settlers  from  the  Indians,  that  of  war;  and 
when  General  W^ayne  finally  did  conquer 
the  Indians,  part  of  the  present  site  of  Chi- 
cago was  granted  b)'  them  to  the  L^nited 
States;  "thus  we  trace  a  direct  connection 
between  Chicago  and  Wayne  and  Washing- 
ton." 

Mr.  Mason  brought  out  strongly  the 
traits  in  Washington's  character  worthy  of 
admiration,  and  said  that  appreciation  of 
Washington's  greatness  is  growing  con- 
tinually, as  is  our  knowledge  of  his  per- 
sonal qualiiies.

Mr.  Weaver,  who  happened 
to  be  passing  at  the  time,  saw  the  flaines 
and  gave  the  alarm.  The  quick  work  of  a 
few  of  the  neighbors  and  the  early  appear- 
ance of  the  fire  company  saved  the  house 
from  complete  destruction.  Considerable 
assistance  was  rendered  by  the  college  men.

THE  RESULT. 


On  Saturdaj'  evening  the  basket  ball  team 
met  the  severest  defeat  of  the  season  at  the 
hands  of  the  West  Side  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Chi- 
cao"o.  That  the  defeat  was  so  overwhelmino- 
and  the  gaftie  was  so  one  sided  was  due 
chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  West  Side  team 
is  an  organization  which  has  pla5'ed  the 
game  for  five  j'ears  against  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  first  season  of  play  for  the  Var- 
sitj'  team.  There  was  no  inherent  weak- 
ness in  the  Varsity  play  except,  perhaps, 
the  faihire  to  stay  close  enough  to  opposing 
men.  The  West  Side  people  played  a  re- 
markably fast  game;  their  passing  was 
swift  and  accurate;  their  forwards  and  cen- 
ter covered  the  floor  in  the  quickest  play- 
ing ever  seen  in  the  gymnasium,  and  all 
the  men  were  able  to  throw  baskets,  seem- 
ingl3-,  in  anj'  position  or  from  an5'  part  of 
the  floor.  The  story  of  the  game  is  simply 
that  the  Varsity  was  out-played  and  out- 
classed at  every  point  of  play.  The  size  of 
the  score  maj'  be  also  attributed  some  what 
to  the  fact  that  our  team  was  in  a  poor  con- 
dition as  there  was  scarcely  a  varsity  man 
who  was  not  more  or  less  crippled  as  a  re- 
sult of  practice  play  against  scrub.  The 
game  was  interesting  despite  the  one  sided 
score  and  was  watched  by  a  large  and  en- 
thusiastic audience.  Quite  a  diversion  was 
created  by  the  fact  that  the  gas  went  on  a 
strike  at  an  exciting  moment  and  all  was 
ink}'  blackness  save  for  occasional  "flashes" 
from  the  east  side  of  the  gallery.

"It  is  curious"  I  said,  watching  the  flames 
beneath  the  chafing  dish  luusingly,  "it  is 
curious  how  strong  becomes  the  paternal 
feeling  of  an  author  for  the  children  of  his 
imagination.  Sometiines  the  feeling  of 
fatherhood  is  actually  oppressive.  He 
reaches  a  time  when  the  people  in  his 
books  are  more  real  to  him  than  the  beings 
who  fret  around  him  in  actual  life.  Their 
joj's,  their  sorrows,  their  sins  and  their  re- 
pentance weigh  upon  his  soul  and  force 
him  to  live  a  double  life." 

"Explain  }'ourself"  said  the  host  as  he  re- 
filled luy  beer  mug.  "It  is  not  hard  to 
understand,  I  continued.  "There  is  inoral 
law  in  the  world  of  imagination  and  it  is 
the  same  moral  law  that  dominates  the 
realms  of  actuality.  The  only  works  of  fic- 
tion which  have  lived  are  the  ones  that  have 
done  homage  to  this  law.  A  work  of  art 
which  is  morallj'  defective  in  this  sense, 
carries  with  it  the  germs  of  its  own  decay. 
The  creatures  of  our  imagination  possess 
their  own  conscience  and  if  an  author 
causes  them  to  offend  against  this  inner 
monitor  he  himself  paj's  the  penalty.  Art 
cannot  be  used  as  a  club  to  cudgel  the 
world  into  the  service  of  Satan.  I  have  be- 
gotten a  very  large  fainily  in  the  realm  of 
fancj'.  Nemesis  controls  them.  There  is 
not  one  of  them  against  whose  nature  I 
have  taken  a  liberty  who  has  not,  in  the  end, 
revenged  himself  upon  me,  his  creator." 

"All  of  which  is  too  deep — ortoo  frivolous 
— for  me,"  remarked  the  poet,  who  felt  that 
he  was  not  in  the  same  class  with  a  writer 
of  prose  fiction. 

To  the  great  satisfaction  of  uiy  hearers, 
who  were  pa5'ing  more  attention  to  the 
chafing  dish  than  to  my  remarks,  the  Welsh 
rabbit  at  that  instant  rewarded  the  efforts 
of  our  host,  and  the  fine  spun  theories  that  I 
had  injected  into  the  conversation  gave 
place  to  the  more  materialistic  topics  that 
emanated,  as  it  were,  from  toasted  cheese. 

"The  moral  obligation  of  an  author  to  his 
digestive  apparatus,"  remarked  the  philoso- 
pher, glancing  at  me  mockingl}'  as  I  held 
up  my  plate  for  a  second  helping  from  the 
chafing  dish,  "is  not  an  unimportant  con- 
sideration." 

I  quaffed  my  beer  haughtily,  not  deign- 
ing to  answer.  When  a  man  with  a  creative 
mind  meets  a  theorist,  steeped  in  the  learn- 
ing of  the  schools,  his  safest  course  lies 
along  the  path  of  silence.     I  had    long   ago 


learned  to  allow  the  sarcasm  of  the  philoso- 
pher to  remaia  unanswered  but  on  this 
night  I  had  g^ood  cause  to  regret  that  I  had 
not  acted  upon  his  delicate  warning  against 
the  dangers  which  lurk  around  the  seduc- 
tive Welsh  rabbit.

JACOB  BEIDLER  DIES. 

Jacob  Beidler,  one  of  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity's staunchest  friends  and  the  founder 
of  the  Jacob  Beidler  chair  of  plij'sics  in  the 
University,  died  at  his  home  in  Chicago 
last  Wednesdaj'  morning-.  Mr.  Beidler  was 
not  only  well  known  and  highly  esteemed 
as  one  of  the  pnblic  spirited  and  upright 
men  to  whom  Chicago  owes  much  of  its 
greatness,  but  he  was  also  a  verj'  prom- 
inent inan  in  trade  circles  in  the  northwest. 

He  was  born  in  Bednunster,  Pa.,  in  1815 
and  came  to  Springfield,  111  ,  in  1842, where  he 
worked  as  a  carpenter  for  a  year.  After  a 
year  in  that  cit}'  in  business  with  his 
brother,  he  came  to  Chicago  and  embarked 
in  the  wholesale  lumber  business.  This 
business  was  largely  increased  from  time 
to  time,  despite  the  many  changes  in  carry, 
ing  on  the  trade.  In  addition  to  his  im- 
mense lumber  interests  Mr.  Beidler  had 
vast  dock  properties  in  the  lumber  district 
and  owned  blocks  of  business  property  on 
the  West  Side.  Though  he  was  several 
times  a  millionaire,  it  was  his  belief  that 
wealth  could  be  secured  without  th'e  wreck 
ing  of  the  fortunes  or  the  betra3'al  of  con- 
fidence of  others,  and  all  who  know  him 
agree  that  he  was  thoroughl}-  honest  and 
consistent  in  his  practices  and  beliefs. 

Among  the  most  important  of  his  many 
charities  were  the  gift  of  one-third  of  the 
cost  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  in  Chicago 
and  large  endowments  to  the  Presbyterian 
hospital.  His  contributions  for  charitable 
and  church  purposes  were  always  liberal 
and  he  could  always  be  relied  upon  to  sup- 
port anj'  worths'  work.

So,  in  the 
face  of  all  these  difficulties,  we  feel  satisfied 
with  the  showing  Capt.  Jaeger  and  his  team 
have  made,  and  congratulate  them  on  hav- 
ing nerve  to  meet  the  strongest  teams  to  be 
had.

Just  the  night  before  our  spring  vacation 
began,  the  two  Acadenij'  Societies,  Gamma 
Sigma  and  Tri  Kappa,  once  again  did 
battle  for  supremacj'  in  literarj^  attain- 
ments. This  year  the  contest  was  in  the 
nature  of  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  so- 
cieties, as  last  year  no  contest  was  held, and 
a  resultant  decline  in  Society  interest 
was  shown.  This  renewal  of  these  contests, 
which  were  started  when  the  societies 
were  first  organized,  was  also  somewhat  of 
an  experiment,  and  as  to  whether  another 
should  take  place  next  year  depended 
largely  on  the  actions  of  the  members  of 
the  societies.  Principal  Welch,  however, 
expresses  himself  as  entirely  satisfied  with 
the  spirit  shown  by  both  societies  before 
and  since  the  contest,  and  considers  that 
the  contest  was  satisfactor3'  in  every  vray. 
The  probabilities  therefore  are  that  next 
year  another  contest  of  the  same  nature 
will  be  held. 

The  contest  from  point  of  merit  was  up 
to  the  highest  standard  of  years  past,  and 
was  in  no  way  below  the  standard  which 
should  be  maintained.  As  a  contest,  it  was 
interesting  from  its  closeness,  as  Tri  Kap- 
pa won  it  by  a  narrow  margin  of  three  per 
cent  in  the  general  average.  Tnese  con- 
tests have  grown  to  be  looked  for  with 
pleasure  by  all  the  students  and  many 
Lake  Forest  people  and  they  are  always 
sure  to  produce  first  class  literary  pro- 
o-rams.  The  constituents  of  the  societies 
both  in  Ferry  Hall  and  in  the  College  were 
as  deeply  interested  this  year  as  ever,  and 
through  the  weeks  before  the  contest 
scarcely  anyone  in  school  cotild  remain 
non-partisan. 

Mr.  Chas.  H.  Holt  originated  these  con- 
tests in  1889,  and  up  to  1896  annually  gave 
medals  to  the  individual  winners  and  a 
banquet  to  the  winning  society.  In  1897 
there  was  no  contest.  Mr.  Holt  this  year 
gave  as  a  trophy  to  the  winning  society  a 


handsome  framed  picture  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  which  now  adorns  Tri  Kappa's 
hall.  Mr.  Arthur  Reid,  an  alumnus  of  the 
Academj',  gave  this  year  a  gold  and  a  silver 
medal  as  first  and  second  prizes  in  Decla- 
mation. Dr.  B.  M.  Linnell,  of  Chicago,  also 
an  alumnus  of  the  Academy,  gave  a  gold 
medal  as  first  prize  in  Debate.  Mr.  Walter 
C.  Larned,  of  Lake  Forest,  gave  a  gold 
medal  as  a  prize  to  the  winner  in  the  Essay 
contest.

Miss 
Abb3^  Newell  Watson,  to  Mr.  Robert  Vernett 
Erskine,  of  Lake  Forest.  Miss  Watson  was 
formerly  a  student  at  Ferrs-  Hall.  Mr. 
Erskine  is  a  near  relative  of  Prof.  A.  C. 
Dawson,  with  whom  he  has  made  his  home 
for  iTian3'  \ears. 
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On  Fridaj'  night,  April  1st,  Prof.  Burnap 
gave  the  last  of  a  series  of  free  lectures 
which  the  tnembers  of  our  facultj'  have 
been  giving  at  the  request  of  the  Chicago 
Record  and  the  Board  of  Education,  of 
Chicago.  These  lectures  have  been  given 
regularly  once  a  week  in  the  assembl3'rooin 
of  the  Brentano  School  on  the  West  Side. 
At  these  lectures  an  average  attendance  of 
800  was  had.  The  lectures  were  on  popular 
subjects  of  different  varieties  and  which 
are  inore  or  less  before  the  public  mind  at 
the  present  time.  The  large  attendances  at 
these  lectures  and  the  work  of  our  Profess- 
ors must  assuredly  have  brought  before  a 
great  many  people  in  that  part  of  Chicago 
a  realization  of  the  fact  that  Eake  Forest 
University  is  a  live  and  thriving  Institu- 
(ioa  and  as  such  most  certainly  we  wish  it 
to  be  known. 

As  we  enter  upon  a  new  term  tlie  students 
must  all  feel  that  it  will  be  a  very  pleasant 
and  successful  one.  There  has  not  been  for 
man}'  years  such  a  feeling  of  enthusiasm  in 
student  movements  as  has  been  shown  thus 
far  this  j'ear  and  is  being  shown  now.  We 
have  gone  through  what  is  considered  the 
hardest  term  of  the  three  in  the  year,  par- 
ticularl}'  in  regard  to  school  work,  and  now 
as  we  take  up  the  new  term  we  should  en- 
deavor to  make  it  successful   in  everv  way. 


There  is  always  more  or  less  of  a  question 
in  the  ininds  of  students  as  to  how  much 
time  they  can  put  on  outside  work  and  still 
do  their  full  duty  in  the  class  room,  and  a 
great  manj'  students  seem  to  think  that  so 
much  of  their  time  is  required  for  school 
work  alone  that  they  have  no  time  for  other 
matters.  However  we  find  just  such  per- 
sons very  frequently  spending  their  hours 
of  recreation  in  idlj'  strolling  about  the 
campus  and  worrj-ing  (if  the}'  are  ever 
guilty  of  such  an  act)  over  the  work  they 
have  to  do,  and  fatall}-  acquiring  the  loaf- 
ing habit.  If  these  persons  were  to  take  an 
interest  in  some  of  the  student  organiza- 
tions and  enterprises  they  would  find  that 
in  this  kind  of  work  is  re:;reation.  And  as 
success  in  student  organizations  only 
comes  from  complete  co-operation,  let  these 
remarks  be  a  plea  to  ail  who  do  not  at  pres- 
ent take  an  interest  in  an3'thing  save  school 
work,  to  take  hold  and  help  bear  the  bur- 
dens which  so  often  one  or  two  or  a  half 
dozen  students  carrv.

THE  GLEE  CLUB  TOUR. 

The  sprino-  tour  of  the  Universitj'  Glee, 
Banjo  and  Mandolin  Clubs  has  passed  into 
history  as  beino-  from  many  standpoints 
the  most  successful  in  the  histor3r  of  the 
organization  thus  far. 

Monday  njorning-,  March  28,  the  twentj- 
seven  men  whose  time  had  for  a  few  weeks 
previous  been  spent  in  rehearsals,  with  an 
occasional  attendance  at  class  by  way  of 
variet}-,  loaded  themselves  on  the  private 
car  the}'  found  attached  to  the  12:15  train 
and  started  on  their  merr}'  way  rejoicing. 
Milwaukee  was  reached  without  further  in- 
cident than  that  the  infant  portion  of  the 
crowd,  viz:  Elliott  and  Curtis,  not  "bein' 
used  ter  ridin'  on  the  train"  lost  their  hats 
soon  after  the  start  was  so  auspiciously 
made.

happened  to  be  there  at  the  time.  A  large 
and  an  appreciative  audience  greeted  us 
that  evening  at  the  Turner  Opera  House. 
Applause  was  generously'  bestowed  and 
after  the  program  an  informal  dance  was 
indulged  in,  kindly  given  us  by  the  Elks 
lodge. 

Sheboj'gan  Falls  was  the  smallest  of  the 
towns  in  the  itinerary  and  about  the  larg- 
est audience  greeted  us.  The  crowd  was 
generous  in  its  expressions  of  approval  and 
third  encores  were  the  rule  rather  than  the 
exception. 

Plymouth  was  the  next  stop  made  where 
we  appeared  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Turn-verein.

Sem  cake.  While  at  Black  Island  I  met  Mr.

GLEE  CLUB  CONCERT. 

The  home  concert  of  the  Glee,  Banjo  and 
Mandolin  clubs,  given  last  Friday  night  at 
the  Art  Institute,  was  the  most  successful 
one  ever  given  at  Lake  Forest  in  the  history 
of  the  organization.  Its  success  was  not 
due,  as  inight  naturally  be  supposed,  to  the 
support  of  ■  the  student  body,  but  to  the 
kindly  and  disinterested  influence  of  the 
townspeople  and  the  patronesses,  to  whom 
is  due  the  greatest  gratitude  from  the  clubs. 
It  seems  an  unfortunate  circumstance  that 
in  this  college,  wliere  so  many  of  the  stu- 
dent enterprises  rec^uire  and  ask  so  little 
financial  support  from  the  students,  in  the 
case  of  this  enterprise,  so  few  from  an}'  of 
the  departments  showed  any  inclination  to 
give  it  the  benefit  of  their  presence  at  the 
concert.  That  the  glee  club  is  a  worthy 
organization  and  is  one  of  the  best  adver- 
tising mediums  the  university  affords  is 
beyond  question;  granted  that  an  apprecia- 
tion of  that  fact  should  be  combined  with 
souje  recognition  of  the  labors  of  the  clubs, 
the  leaders,  and  the  management,  by  the 
student  bod\',  which,  it  is  to  be  mucli  re- 
gretted, was  not  given  in  anything  like  the 
amount  due,  or  expected. 

The  concert  was  undoubted]}'  one  of  the 
best  ever  given  here  by  the  Clubs.  Kvery 
number  on  the  program  was  encored  at 
least  once  and  in  several  instances  the  tliird 
time  and  when  the  last  number  had  been 
given  and  the  echoes  of  the  College  j'ell  had 
died  away,  there  was  not  a  selection  in  the 
repetoire  of  any  of  the  Clubs  that  had  not 
been  given.  It  is  difficult  to  say  which  club 
carried  off  the  honors  of  the  evening  as  the 
audience  was  kindlj'  and  enthusiastic  and 
meeted  out  applause  impartiall}-.  Mr.  Geo. 
Wilbur  Reed  accompanied  by  Mr.Wentworth 
Will  Tewksbury  took  the  place  upon  the 
program  of  Mr.  O'Neill  and  gave  two  vocal 
selections.  Mr.  Keed  is  a  fortunate  posses- 
sor of  a  fine  baritone  voice  of  exceptional 
breadth  and  quality  and  his  selections  were 
especially  pleasing' from  their  sj'mpatlietic 
rendition.  He  ver}'  evidentl}'  was  in  ex- 
treme favor  with  the  audience  and  it  was 
much  regretted  that  his  appearance  upon 
the  program  was  necessarily  limited  to  the 
two  numbers. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  concert,  as  its  fortunate  out- 
come was  the  result  of  much  persistent  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  Messrs.  Graff  and   Kj'le.

THE  SPIRIT  OF    THE  TIMES. 

The  following-  notes  were  written  at  the 
request  of  the  editor,  and  as  will  be  seen 
convey  what  niioht  be  called  the  sentiment 
of  the  national  -linority.  They  are,  how- 
ever, notes  from  ilioughtful.  well  balanced 
aa1  un prejudiced  men  on  this  occasion  and 
worth  reading. 

We  seem  to  be  entering  upon  a  destructive 
and  unnecessary  war  because  for  some  time 
past  we  have  made  of  the  so-called  Monroe 
doctrine  a  fetich  before  which  for  months 
all  the  ignorant  portions  of  the  American 
people — including  some  of  our  senators — 
nave  been  burning  incense  and  beating 
tomtonis.  Mr.  Monroe's  doctrine  was  ut- 
tered in  1S23  in  the  face  of  certain  occur- 
ren.^:es  in  Europe  and  with  a  view  to  certain 
contingencies  in  America,  and  was  an  effort 
to  voice  what  would  be  the  attitude  of  the 
American  people  under  certain  circum- 
stances. He  said  nothing,  and  did  nothing-, 
and  the  United  States  was  committed  to 
nothing  at  that  time,  which  in  anj'  waj'  laid 
down  a  specific  plalform  for  future  admin- 
istrations or  trammelled  tlieir  freedom  of 
action.  But  fifty  \ears  ago  Mr.  Polk  made 
out  of  Mr.  Monroe's  unofficial  and  specific 
utterance  a  universal  dogma  to  cover  the 
unrighteous  war  of  aggression  on  Mexico, 
and  three  3'ears  ag'o  Mr.  Cleveland  recon- 
structed the  dogma  as  a  club  against  our 
best  friend  in  the  Old  World  in  the  Venezu- 
elan controversy.  It  is  noteworth3'  that  in 
the  one  case  where  we  have  intervened  e£fi- 
cientli'  the  Monroe  doctrine  was  never  once 
mentioned  in  the  official  correspondence. 
Mr.  Seward  drove  Napoleon's  army  out  of 
Mexico  in  ).867,  on  the  simple  ground  of  the 
right  of  the  United  States  anj'where  and  at 
any  time  to  interfere  when  her  interests 
are  imperiled,  and  the  French  were  com- 
pelled to  evacuate  Mexico  because  thej' 
■were  seeking  to  replace  a  friendly  repub- 
lican government  at  our  doors  bj'  institu- 
tions hostile  to  free  g-overnment. 

It  is  preposterous  in  international  law 
and  pagan  in  ethics  to  maintain  that  we 
have  a  monopol3-  for  good  or  for  evil  in  the 
New  World,  and  to  stand  off  from  co-opera- 
tion with  an3'  other  great  power  in  any  work 
of  humanity.  Great  Britain  and  France 
have  large  interests  in  the  West  Indies  and 
so  have  we.  and  the  natural  means  for  end- 
ing   the    inferno   that  Spain   has  created  in 


Cuba  would  have  been  a  conference  of  these 
three  great  powers  (or  even  of  the  United 
States  and  Great  Sritain)  which  could  have 
put  irresistible  pressure  on  Spain  with  no 
thought  of  war.  Rut  our  absurd  idea  of 
"keeping  out"  ail  European  influences  pre- 
vents any  such  procedure,  and  we  hasten 
to  embark  in  a  war  for  which  we  are  unpre- 
pared and  which  Violates  all  our  real  tradi- 
tions. 

All  honor  to  congressmen  like  the  one 
who  represents  Lake  count}- — Mr.  George 
F^ilmund  Foss — who  have  refused  to  get 
into  the  "band  wagon,"  and  all  honor  to 
journals  like  The  Nation  and  The  Scientific 
American  and  Harper's  Weekly,  which  in 
this  time  of  acute  mania  have  seen  clearly 
and  spoken  fearlessU.  All  honor,  too,  to 
our  chief  magistrate,  who  has  won  the 
admiration  of  all  serious  men  b}'  his  ear- 
nest and  courageous  efforts  to  stem  the 
tide.

There  is  much  that  renders  it  difficult  to 
determine  the  duty  of  the  United  States  in 
the  present  crisis.  But  one  or  two  general 
princioles  may  be  laid  down.  It  is  some- 
times the  dut}'  of  one  nation,  or  several  na- 
tions, to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  a  people 
which  are  being  improperls  conducted.  It 
may  be  hard  to  decide  when  interference  is 
justifiable;  also,  the  question  whether  the 
evils  of  interference  will  not  be  greater  than 
those  of  non-interference  must  in  each  case 
be  carefuUj-  considered.  It  is  an  analogous 
question,  with  what  propriety  an  individual 
can  interfere  in  his  neighbor's  affairs.  But 
no  man  can  renounce  the  duty  of  interfer- 
ence at  certain  crises;  he  may  not  deny  that 
he  is  his  brother's  keeper.  And  so  the  na- 
tion is  tlie  keeper  of  its  neighbor  nation. 
Doubtless  this  principle  will  be  more  and 
more  recognized.  For  it  is  the  principle 
which  will  develop  into  the  demand  for  the 
perfect  organization  of  human  itj, the  federa- 
tion of  the  world. 

Another  principle  is,  that  rational  meth- 
ods of  settling  the  'disputes  of  the  nations 
should  be  adopted.  The  methods  of  diplom- 
ac3'  and  of  arbitration  are  rational.  War 
ma}',  in  the  present  condition  of  the  world, 
be  resorted  to  b\'  rational  individuals  and 
rational  governments  to  enforce  what  they 
deein  just;  but  it  does  not  decide  what  is 
just,  and  should  be  entered  upon  only  after 


all  proposals  of  wiser  adjustments  have 
been  rejected.  It  may  be  added  that  Con- 
press  seems  iinpatient  of  the  more  rational 
methods,  and  is  thus  untrue  to  the  tradi- 
tions of  this  country.  WALTER  SMITH. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  formulate  to  my 
own  mind  definite  and  positive  views  con- 
cernino-  the  action  that  should  be  taken  bj' 
the  United  States  toward  Cuba.  If  I  knew 
the  facts  of  the  situation,  the  facts  that  un- 
derlie the  Cuban  insurrection  and  its  attend- 
ant evils,  I  could  pronounce  a  firm  opinion. 
It  is  easy  to  name  the  horrors  that  are  upon 
the  surface  and  that  cry  aloud  for  considera- 
tion; but  it  is  not  easy  to  indicate  who  is  re- 
sponsible— as  the  first  irritating  cause — for 
them.  The  Cuban  Junta  has  been  nursed 
within  our  own  bounds — and  the  part  that 
patriotism  and  the  part  greed  have  had  in 
its  organization  are  still  indefinite;  an  air  of 
suspicion,  like  a  mist,  lingers  about  this 
whole  Cuban  imbroglio— and  that  suspicion 
should  make  ever}'  prudent  man  \ery  de- 
liberate in  announcing-  his  opinions.  It  is 
one  thing'  to  sa}'  that  Spanish  rule  is  bar- 
barous and  should  be  ended:  it  is  a  a  very 
different  thing  to  say  that  the  United  States 
can  justif}'  herself  before  the  conscience  of 
unselfish  men  and  before  the  mind  of  a 
righteotis  God  in  rushing  into  war  precipi- 
tatel}'.  On  this  point  my  view  is  definite: 
the  Cuban  government  is  not  a  recognizable 
government,  and  the  facts  are  not  3  et  so 
clear  as  to  warrant  war,

The  undergraduate  is  wont  to  discount 
the  real  interest  which  the  alumni  holds 
in  the  college,  and  most  especially  in  the 
student  life  of  which  athletics  is  a  clear 
exponent.  Every  alumnus  who  has  the 
opportunity  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
doings  at  the  University.  He  is  always 
glad  to  do  his  part  toward  the  success  of 
the  University  and  its  life.  There  should 
be  an  active  and  personal  working  con- 
tinuity of  interest  between  the  under- 
graduates and  the  Alumni.  In  athletics, 
especially,  the  graduates  can  help.  They 
know  the  situation.  Their  advice,  born  of 
experience,  is  worth  something,  and  the 
coaching  of  teams  which  they  may  give 
or  provide  is  most  valuable. 

No  base  ball  season  at  Lake  Forest  ever

College  and  Academy 
boys  supported  the  team,  and  filled  the 
grand  stand  in  spite  of  mud  and  rain. 

The  Ferry  Hall  Campus  was  often 
lighted  uh  by  the  "Bon  Fires  of  Victory," 
Dr.  Seeley's  barrels  furnishing  the    light. 

To  show  the  reward  of  honest  effort, 
the  score  of  the  last  game  of  the  season 
which  was  played  at  Evanston,  June  8, 
1892,  and  which  has  never  been  published

ATHLETICS. 
Field  Day. 

The  University  Field  Day  was  very 
successful  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the 
weather  man  to  spoil  the  day. 

At  3:30  the  rain  began  to  fall  and  the 
athletes  began  to  contest  and  through 
the  entire  afternoon  it  was  a  battle  royal 
between  weather  and  men  for  suprema- 
cy. On  account  of  the  rain  the  profess- 
ional men  did  not  come  out. 

A  large  force  of  teams  and  men  have 
been  at  work  on  the  new  track  and  at 
11:30  Saturday  the  teams  left  the  field, 
having  completed  their  work.  The  track 
is  5J^  laps  to  the  mile  and  made  of  a 
mixture  of  cinders  and  clay.  It  is  mod- 
eled after  the  Travers  Island  track  where 
the  C.  A.  A.  team  met  the  New  York 
athletic  team  last  summer. 

The  no  yard  hurdle  was  the  first  event 
of  the  day  which  J.  J.  Jackson  placed  to 
his  credit. 

The  real  surprise  of  the  day  was  the 
winning  of  880  yds.  run  by  Baird.  Rice, 
an  old  timer,  led  the  race  from  the  start 
and  everybody  had  put  him  down  for  a 
sure  winner,  but  at  the  stretch  Baird  be- 
gan to  close  on  him  and  just  before 
reaching  the  tape  passed  him  and  won 
by  a  foot  in  2:26. 

The  next  most  exciting  race  of  the  daj' 


was  the  220  yds.  run  won  by  Jaeger — 
time  :26.  Willis  led  the  bunch  the  great- 
er part  of  the  distance  but  Jaeger  had  a 
little  more  push  and  won  by  about  a 
yard. 

While  most  of  the  times  were  not 
record  breaking,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  track  was  heavy  on  ac- 
count of  a  continual  downpour   of   rain. 

There  were  no  long  delays  between 
events  and  the  12  events  were  run  in  two 
hours. 

Respecting  the  number  of  points  the 
college  made  67  (counting  5  for  ist  and 
3  for  2nd  and  1  for  3rd,)  and  the  Acade- 
my 39. 

The  Academy  team  are  all  new  men 
and  have  never  been  in  a  contest  before 
so  that  the  records  they  made  are  good, 
and  Captain  Hamm  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  showing  of  his  men.

Cornell  established  a  college  of  forest- 
ry and  a  college  of  medicine,  Ayril  14. 
They  are  alo  to  have  a  new  chemical  lab- 
oratory in  the  near  future. 

The  Wisconsin  crew  will  compete  with 
Cornell,  Colnmbia  and  Pennsylvania,  hav- 
ing accepted  invitations  from  these  three 
institutions  to  enter  the  boat  races  next 
June. 

The  State  University  of  Iowa  is  to 
have  a  long  expected  college  building. 
Xhe  plans  have  been  accepted  by  the  re- 
gents and  work  will  begin  on  it  about  a 
year  from  date. 

Two  new  departments  have  been  added 
to  Cornell  university,  one  of  medicine  the 
other  of  forestry:  the  former  given  by 
private    generosity,  the   later   supported 


by  the  State  of  New  York.     The  medical 
college  will  be  located  in  New  York  City. 

A  uniform  inter-collegiate  system  of 
strength  of  tests  has  been  adopted  by  the 
physical  directors  of  fifteen  colleges  and 
universities,  including  Harvard,  Yale, 
Pennsylvania,  Princetown,  Columbia  and 
Cornell.  It  will  go  into  effect  in  October, 
1898. 

Work  on  Phillips  Brooks  house  at  Har- 
vard was  begun  in  March.  The  commit- 
tee in  charge  of  the  work  have  §50,000, 
much  less  than  it  was  thought  could  be 
raised.  The  building  will  be  a  home  for 
all  forms  of  spiritual  activity  and  benev- 
olent action  in  the  university. 

Yale's  football  schedule  for  next  fall 
shows  decided  changes.  She  will  play 
Princeton  before  Harvard,  and  this  game 
will  occur  Nov.  12,  at  Princeton  for  the 
iime  in  Yale's  history.  The  Yale-Har- 
vard game  occurs  Nov.  19,  at  New  Haven. 
The  Harvard-Pennsylvania  game  will 
occur  at  Cambridge  Nov.  5. 

Brown  University  has  a  new  athletic 
field,  the  gift  of  the  Brown  Corporation 
to  the  Athletic  Association.  The  land 
was  given  to  the  University  some  time 
ago.  The  grading  will  be  completed 
June  r  and  the  work  on  the  track  will  be 
begun  then.  A  fine  grand  stand  to  cost 
five  or  ten  thausand  dollars  is  projected. 

A  boy  had  been  up  for  an  examination 
in  scripture,  had  failed  utterly,  and  the 
relation  between  him  and  the  examiner 
had  become  somewhat  strained.

sels. Many  governments  own  these 
tanks  now,  but  keep  secret  the  facts  dis- 
covered, so  as  to  get  advantages  over 
other  nations  in  case  of  war,  while  at 
Cornell  every  thing  ascertained  will  be 
published  abroad.  It  is  this  fact  which 
causes  tha  new  tank  to  be  the  object  of 
so  much  intrest  on  the  part  of  civil  en- 
gineers. The  tank  is  350  feet  long,  16 
wide  and  10  deep.  The  depth  can  be 
varied,  and  the  water  may  be  calm  or 
made  to  run  rapidly  through  the  tank.

ATHLETICS, 

It  might  be  interesting  to  glance  at  the 
happening  of  College  athletics  during 
the  past  two  weeks. 

On  May  7  Chicago  met  in  a  dual  meet 
and  fell  before  Northwestern  by  a  score 
of  71  to  54.  Probably  the  greatest  sur- 
prise of  the  season  was  to  see  Jones  de- 
feat Burrows  of  Chicago,  in  the  100  yds. 
andthe  220  yds.  dashes — and  Hershberger 
more  than  met  his  match  in  the  pole 
vault  as  Wilson  and  Jones  both  reached 
a  higher  mark. 

The  summary  without  the  winners  is 
as  follows: 

100  yds.  o  :io  1-5  ;  220  yds.  o  :22  3-5  ;  SSo  yds. 
2:1:;  mile  walk  8-5  1-5;  mile  run  4:504-5; 
120  yds.  hurdle  :i6  3-5  ;  220  yds.  hurdle  :28  4-5  ; 
Discus  throw  92  ft.  ;  shot  put  38  ft.  2  in.  ;  ham- 
mer throw  103  feet  ;  broad  jump  20  ft.  yi  in.  ; 
high  jump  5  ft.  4^''<  in.  ;  pole  vault  10  ft. 

On  the  same  day  the  University  of 
Iowa  practically  wiped  the  earth  with 
Cornell  College,  defeating  them  by  a 
score  of  86  to  10.  Cornell  was  unable  to 
score  a  first  place.  In  all  the  events 
"Dad"  Moulton's  men  showed  superior 
training  and  some  of  the  lowaians  pro- 
mise to  make  a  good  showing  in  the 
Western  Intercollegeate  games. 

Monmouth  Freshmen  defeated  the 
Juniors  by  a  score  of  78  to  30.  Consider- 
ing that  it  was  a  class  contest  and  in  a 
small  college  the  work  was  very  credit- 
able. 

Iowa  College  at  Grinnell  held  its  thir- 
teenth annual  meet  which  consisted  of 
18  events,  resulting  in  a  victory  for  '99, 
with  54  points;  '01,  31  points;  'oo,  26 
points;  Academy,  14  points.  The  best 
feats  of  the  day  were  the  16  lb.  shot  put, 
35  ft.  2  in.  and  the  running  broad  jump  of 
20  ft   8  in. 

Wisconsin  is  not  behind  the  times  with 
her  local  day,  and  probably  the  best  work 
of  this  year  was  done  at  Madison. 
O'Dea  broke  all  previous  records  in    the 


drop  kick  in  which  he  sent  the  pigskin 
189  ft.  II  in.  O'Dea  now  holds  the  Eng- 
lish and  Australian  records  for  drop  kick. 
Maybury,  who  is  well  known  as  a  fast 
man,  tied  the  world's  record  for  the  fifty 
yards  dash — time  0:5  1-5  Henery  did 
2:04>^  in  the  half-mile.  The  discus 
throw  of  Stengle  was  much  better  than 
Hershberger,  Stengle  throwing  it  114  ft. 
7  in. 

A  week  later  the  Chicago  team  met 
and  defeated  the  Illinois  team  in  a  score 
of  74  to  54.  In  this  contest  Chicago 
showed  her  superiority  in  the  track  work 
while  Illinois  was  better  in  field  work. 
Van  Ovan  set  a  new  record  for  the 
Western  Colleges  in  the  16  pound  ham- 
mer throw  by  tossing  the  piece  of  lead 
128  feet  and  unless  some  dark  horse  ap- 
pears on  June  4th  he  will  carry  off  the 
honors  in  that  event. 

On  Wednesday  following  the  Illinois 
men  went  to  Ann  Arbor  and  were  de- 
cisively beaten  by  Michigan  with  a  score 
of  87  to  33  against  them.  Van  Oven 
here  surprised  everyone  by  breaking  his 
record  of  a  few  days  before  and  threw 
the  hammer  129  ft.  4  in.  Westphal,  of 
Michigan  won  the  100  yds.  by  crossing 
the  tape  in  10  flat. 

This  naturally  puts  Michigan  and 
Northwestern  at  the  top  of  the  list,  (bar- 
ring Madison  who  has  not  met  any  other 
college).  Northwestern  defeated  Chi- 
cago 71  to  54,  Chicago  defeated  Illinois 
74  to  54,  and  Michigan  won  from  Illinois 
87  to  33.  Which  is  the  stronger,  Michi- 
gan or  Northwestern? 

In  the  east  Harvard  won  the  dual  meet 
from  Yale  56  to  48.  Three  records  were 
broken  and  one  equalled — (This  means 
local  records),  lOO  yds.  equalled  at  :I0  1-5; 
the  following  three  were  broken,  mile  in 
4:26  1-5;  broad  jump  21  ft.  8>^  in;  pole 
vault  10  ft.  3  in.  "Fish"  and  "Fisher",  of 
Harvard  and  Yale,  respectively  were  tied 
for  first  in  the  440  yds. — time  0:51.

His  mother  was  dead,  father  had  left  him,  and  the  little  lellow  was  left  to  sleep  in 
an  old  dry-goods  box  m  the  corner  of  an  alley,  and  eat  whatevei'  he  could  bu\'  with 
the  few  pennies  ho  earnc^l  sjlling  papers  or  blacking  boots. 

That  night  the  Beautiful  Lady  thought  of  the  w't)rds  of  the  Great  Ileljjer  who 
hatl  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  do  it  to  the  least  of  one  of  these,  my  children,  \-e  do  it 
u,nto  me."  She  hatl  been  very  thoughtful  since  nieeting  the  newsboy,  and  suddenly 
made  up  her  riiinil  to  do  something  for  all  the  poor  w  aifs  thrown  upon  the  streets  to 
grow  up,  beggars,  tramps,  and  criminals  of  e\'er_\;   clas^. 

This  Lady  was  not  rich,  but  she  possessed  a  beautiful  and  noble  miuI,  and  was 
ready  and  willing  tci  i.le\'ote  the  remainder  <if  hc'.'   life,    if   need   be.   to   the    rescue    of 


these  children,  for  whom  Satan  would  soon  find  something  to  do. 

Not  long  afterwards,  a  Prince  came  to  see  her;  she  did  not  beliex-e  in  fairies,  but  this 
Prince  was  a  bright  young  business  man  who  looked  as  though  he  might  be  business 
himself.  The  Prince  offered  her  a  large  piece  of  ground  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  and 
also  part  of  the  means  with  which  to  build  a  home  for  her  waif  children. 

This  happened  twenty-five  years  ago.  The  Beautiful  Lad)-  and  the  Prince  arc 
happy  now  in  the  pleasure  of  an  eternal  home,  but  down  on  Wabash  A\"enue  stands 
the  monument  of  their  love  and  devotion.  This  monument  is  a  large  and  comfort- 
able honse,  having  over  the  front  entrance  a  conspicuous  sign  with  "Newsboys'  Home," 
printed  in  bright  golden  letters. 

In  this  home,  week  in  and  week  out,  boys  ranging  from  five  and  si.x  years  to 
fifteen,  come  and  find  a  home  for  as  long  a  time  as  they  wish  to  remain  andobe}-  the 
rules.  The  majority  of  these  youthful  bread-winners,  are  the  true  little  "Chimmic 
Faddens"  from  whose  lips  there  comes  nothing  but  slang  and  curses,  and  upon  whose 
faces  are  seen  the  beginning  lines  of  the  criminal  career  which  fate  seems  to  ha\-e 
mapped  out  for  them.  Here  the)-  are  all  gathered  in  one  famil}-,  from  thirty  to  fift}- 
boys,  often  of  dift'erent  nationalities,  though  mosth-  Americans. 

With  the  cast-off  shoes  of  some  dude,  stockings  which  just  meet  the  shoe-tops,  a 
coat  which  is  an  even  combination  of  holes  and  patched  cloth,  the  little  Arab  enters 
for  the  first  time  his  new  home.  He  is  taken  in  charge  bj-  the  matron,  whose  policy 
is  kindness  and  consideration  together  with  proper  firmness,  in  order  to  hax'e  control 
over  each  inmate  for  whom  she  is  responsible.  After  the  matron  has  registered  her 
new  charge,  an  attendant  leads  him  to  the  bath-room  where  he  is  thorough!}- 
scrubbed.  Comfortable  clothes  and  shoes  are  then  given  him,  and  he  becomes  ac- 
quainted with  the  rules  of  his  new  residence.  He  learns  that  it  is  not  simply  to  pro- 
vide a  warm  room,  good  meals,  the  use  of  the  pla)--room  and  the  librar}-,  that  the 
house  was  built.  There  is  a  method  in  reaching  out  a  helpful  hand  to  the  newsbo}-s 
and  boot-blacks  of  the  conimunit)-,  who  are  growing  up  in  want  and  wickedness. 
During  the  year  he  will  ha\e  the  privilege  of  being  trained  to  habits  of  industr\-,  in- 
telligence and  good  citizenship,  and  these  pri\-ileges  are  granted  e\ery  )-ear  to  be- 
tween four  and  fi\'e  hundred  bo\-s. 

There  are  some  customs  or  duties  which  at  first  seem  irksome,  and  are  apt  tn 
dri\-e  a  boy  away  from  the  Home  before  he  has  received  an\-  incentive  to  lead  an 
honest  life.  One  of  these  is  the  night  school,  beginning  the  first  Monday  in  October, 
and  closing  the  first  of  April.  There  are  four  sessions  each  week.  The  attendance 
is  compulsory.  The  instruction  is  largel}-  indi\-idual,  and  only  the  elementar\- 
branches  are  taught.  The  bo\-s  generally  observe  good  order,  are  fairl_\-  attentive 
and  many  of  them  make  good  progress.  Here  the  usual  school  discipline  must  be 
relaxed  at  the  discretion  of  the  teacher. 

E\-ery  Sunda}'  afternoon  there  is  Sunda}-  School.  In  the  well-lighted  n.iom, 
filled  with  a  surging  turbulent  throng  of  Arab  boys  of  all  ages,  with  little  thought  of 
good,  and  less  desire  for  goodness,  the  little  band  of  faithful  teachers  trj-  not  to 
"weary  in  well  dtiing,"  which  man\-  times  seems  a  difficult  task.  Sunday-  e\-ening  a 
short  song-service  is  held,  in  which  the  boj-s  delightedly  choose  the  hymns  whether 
they  know  them  or  not.  A  student  from  Moody  Institute  generally  talks  to  them  in 
an  interesting  manner  with  plenty  of  practical  illustrations  to  keep  the  bo}-s  interested. 

The  boys  have  an  organization,  which  they  call  the  Banner  Club.  As  each  bo\- 
comes  home  at  six  o'clock  he  deposits  fifteen  cents  at  the  desk,  from  his  earnings  of

the  da)-.  This  is  his  board  monc)".  An  account  is  kept  of  those  who  pay  the  regu- 
lar price,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  he  recei\es  a  gold  star  to  place  on  the  banner. 
Some  of  the'  smaller  bo)'s  are  not  successful  and  can  onl}-  deposit  fi\-e  cents.  The\' 
are  encouraged  in  doing  even  this  much  as  it  teaches  them  independence.  When  a 
boy  has  had  a  "hard  day,"  and  "no  luck,"  he  is  allowed  to  remain  just  the  same.  The 
laz}-  boy  never  fails  to  suft'er,  if  lie  has  not  spent  the  day  in  "hustling,"  because  these 
other  indignant  citizens  take  him  in  charge,  and  before  an)-one  can  interfere,  ha\e 
taught  him  a  severe  lesson. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  and  characteristic  rooms  in  the  building  are  the 
plaj'  and  trunk  rooms.  In  the  play-room  the  walls  are  white-washed,  and  the  floor, 
woodwork  and  benches  are  decorated  in  a  style  of  which  boys  alone  are  masters. 
For  years  the  bo\"s  ha\'e  car\'ed  their  names  here.  There  is  an  unwritten  law  in  the 
Arab  Fraternity,  that  no  bo}'  \\'\\\  be  allowed  to  join  this  exclusi\'e  circle  until  he  ha> 
exchanged  his  right,  lawful  name  for  the  indispensable  nick-name.  "Dr.  Jeck}-ll." 
"Bugs,"  "Pickles,"  "Bow-leg,"  "Rags,"  "Skinne\","  "Flatfoot"  and  other  characteristic 
pseudon\"ms  appear  in  this  room,  accompanied  bj'  artistic  sketches  of  e\"er}'thing, 
from  a  trolley-car  to  a  faint,  reproduction  of  St.  Cecilia.  A  genial  gray-haired  po- 
liceman patrols  the  room  when  the  bo}'s  are  playing.  In  their  games  he  is  a  boy 
himself,  yet  read)'  at  any  time  to  check  their  animal  spirits  which  will  crop  out.  A 
year  ago,  during  the  absence  of  the  attendant,  one  of  the  bo\'s  in  fun  started  U< 
wrestle  with  a  small  colored  bo_\'.  In  the  twinkling  of  an  e\"c  c\er\-  bo\-  in  the  room 
was  lost  in  the  confused  mass  of  humanitj-,  pounding  and  pummeling  to  his  heart's 
content.  The  colored  bo)-  had  fallen  to  the  floor,  and  on  top  of  him  were  piled 
twent\-  or  more  bo}'s  fighting  like  ^vild  animals,  but  not  angril)'.  The  attendant  canic 
back,  but  only  to  find  that  the  jioor  colored  \-ictim  had  unintentional!}'  been  smoth- 
ered to  death.  We  can  see  now  how  necessar}'  it  is  for  an  officer  of  the  law  to  ha\e 
watch  over  these  rough  little  feUows.  ' 

The  trunk-n_>om  is  presided  o\er  b_\-  Mrs.  Hazelton,  a  dear  motherly-faced 
woman,  ^\•ith  a  deep  rich  \iiice.  She  has  grov-.n  gra\'  in  the  Institution,  and  nothing 
could  induce  her  to  lea\'e  the  boys  whom  she  lo\'es  so  much.  .At  an\-  hour  of  the 
da}-  she  is  ready  to  give  the  little  fellows  something  to  eat  if  the\"  are  hungr\-,  or 
bind  up  with  lint  and  kind  words,  the  bruised  fingers,  when  contact  with  some  of  tlu 
older  bo}'s  has  proven  disastrous.  In  one  side  of  the  room  fi'om  floor  to  ceiling  are 
rows  of  small  doors  all  numbered.  Tlnese  open  intu  cubb\-  holes.  Fach  bn}-  has  a 
number  corresponding  to  those  on  the  doors,  and  in  there  are  kept  all  his  treasure> 
of  books,  knixes,  balls,  marbles,  and  odds  and  ends  gathered  from  e\-er\'  concei\ab!e 
corner.  Mrs.  Hazelton  is  the  onl}-  person  wlio  knows  the  contents  of  these  treasure- 
\'aults.  She  carries  the  ke}'S,  and  when  a  bo\-  wishes  to  open  his  \ault,  he  must  gi) 
to  her.  Smuggling  is  sometimes  indulged  in  b}-  a  new  boarder,  but  Mrs.  Haz'eton 
loses  no  time  in  confiscating  an}-  forbidden  fruits,  which  she  nia\-  find,  such  as,  cigar- 
ettes, cigar-stubs,  matches  and  once  in  a  while,  fire-arms. 

All  of  the  boys  who  enter  the  home  have  ambitious  ideas  of  some  kind.  Their 
ideals  niay  not  be  high;  man}-  times  their  heroes  are  found  in  the  rougher  element  of 
humanit}-.  The  dearest  desire  of  one  bo}-  is  to  become  a  clown,  another  is  deter- 
mined to  become  a  burglar,  another  aspires  to  the  office  of  a  policeman,  or  become  a 
pugilist,  and  so  on.  Their  aptitude  for  these  different  callings  is  often  demonstrated, 
but  they  arc  always  helped  to  forget  their  deplorable  ambitions  b\-  exercising  their 
surplus  energy  in  other  directimi-;. 


Beneath  the  rugged  exterior  of  most  of  these  boys,  there  Hes  undeveloped  some 
y;ood  talent  which  is  sure  to  declare  itself  under  the  favorable  circumstances  which 
surround  them  at  the  home.  The  Newsboys'  Home  enlarges  her  sphere  of  useful- 
ness by  procuring  for  all  the  boys  who  come  there,  opportunities  for  learning  trades, 
or  farming,  or  other  avenues  of  employment  which  will  tend  to' make  them  self-re- 
liant, industrious,  honorable  and  useful  citizens.  With  recommendations  from  the 
Home,  they  are  apprenticed  to  many  large  corporations,  and  some  reach  the  goal  of 
the  average  boy's  ambition  and  become  locomotive  engineers.  Nearly  all  the  news- 
paper offices  in  Chicago  have  in  thciremploy  in  some  capacity,  buys  who  ha\c  been  in 
the  Home. 

The  influence  of  this  Institution  is  far  reaching.  The  bovs  ad\erlise  it;  for  the 
facilities  of  education,  and  the  influence  of  love  and  discipline  which  tliey  Ikuu  ob- 
tained, naturally  follows  them  to  whatever  career  may  await  them  in  life. 

The  aim  of  the  Home  is  to  make  the  boys  first  of  all  indepentlent  and  as  nearly 
self-supporting  as  possible.  That  this  has  been  accomplished  and  that  the  free 
hospitality  which  is  granted  to  some,  is  not,  as  a  rule,  misdirected,  is  sh(jwn  by  the 
success  of  the  boys  who  have  gone  out  from  there  to  struggle  with  the  world. 

The  entertainments  \\'hich  are  provided  in  great  \'ariet)'  for  the  boj'S,  are  of  a 
pleasing  and  instructive  nature.  The  best  talent  in  music  and  other  forms  of  art  con- 
tribute in  turn  to  interest  and  educate  the  boys.  These  in  time  wear  off  the  rough 
edges  of  the  life  with  w  hich  they  have  been  in  contact  so  long,  and  makes  them  ap- 
preciate the  beauty  of  both  art  and  nature.  Most  of  these  boys  for  the  first  time  in 
their  lives  hear  about  God  and  his  great  love  for  them.  It  is  new  and  difficult  for 
them  to  understand  at  first  but  the}^  soon  learn,  and  it  all  ends  in  one  \\:\y.  The)' 
are  made  stronger  and  better,  and  are  uplifted  to  a  plane,  from  winch  they  may  make 
a  fair  start  in  the  wurld. 

There  are  indeed  few  intelligent  men  and  women  of  totlay  who  arc  not  connected 
with  some  charitable,  or  reformatory,  or  some  other  philanthropic  institution,  as  man- 
agers, trustees,  or  members  of  committees,  or  who  are  not  acti\'e  workers  in  scmie 
organized  form  of  bene\'olence.  They  feel  and  see  the  good  results  of  the  work 
which  is  being  blessed  every  day. 

When  one  sees  the  devotion  of  these  men  iind  women,   wardens  ,uul   matrons   to 
their   work,    one   cannot  fail   to   gain    new  hope   for  the  poorer  classes.     Onh'  those 
whose  knowledge  of  the  workings  and  benefits  of  such   an    Institution   as   the    News 
boys'   Home   is   limited  could  deny  the  acknowledged  power  which  extends  out  from 
it  in   manifold  blessings,  to  the  helped  as  well  as  the  helpers.

about.  In  a  few  minutes  one  appears 
with  slips  of  paper  so  while  the  guests 
are  regaling  themseK'es  on  ten,  wafers 
and  bonbons,  their  minds  are  occupied 
in  guessing,  "What  celebrity  you  are  an)-- 
way!  Regular  howling  dude — Oh!  I  know- 
Richard  Harding  Davis — "  And  so  it 
goes  unti!  the  papers  are  collected  and 
the  lucky  guesser  is  presented  with  a 
pretty  potted  plant.  A  song  is  suggest- 
ed which  lasts,  with  \-ariations,  until  the 
half  past  nine  bell  sounds  when  the  part}* 
breaks  up,  lea\-ing  the  studio  echoing 
with  the  strains  of  "Good  night,  Ladies." 

This  is  merely  a  beginning  of  the  work 
the  League  hopes  |to  accomplish,  but  -we 
feel  that  the  small  beginning  marks  an 
important  milepost  in  the  art  life  of  the 
school.

We 
may  hope  to  see  homes  where  the  useful 
and  the  beautiful  reign  supreme,  where 
a  simplified  regime  gives  time  for  inter- 
ests in  those  things  which  bring  a  deeper, 
more  enduring  happiness.  For  those 
reasons  we  rejoice  over  the  least  step  in 
the  right  direction  and  offer  our  earnest 
wishes  for  the  future  success  of  this 
society.

,a^ERR.V  Hall  may  well  be  proud  of  its  histor}-.  though  the  building  itself  dates 
J|  back  but  twenty-nine  \-ears.  The  need  for  this  institution  had  for  a  long 
time  been  felt  and  Lake  P\Trest  oft"cred  natural  as  well  as  financial  ones  for  it.  Hut 
it  was  not  till  the  )-car  1868  that  tlie  department  was  organized.  In  that  year  the 
Re\-.  William  M.  Ferry,  of  Grand  Ha\'en,  Mich,  made  a  bequest  to  the  sum  of  $35,- 
OCO  to  be  used  by  the  trustees  in  building  a  seminar}- for  \'oung  ladies  "on  tlie  park  set

aside  for  tliat  purpose  on  the  original  plat  of  the  \-illage."  Other  sums  were  re- 
ceived and  in  the  fall  of  1869  Ferry  Hall  was  opened.  That  \-ear  there  were  sixt}-- 
six  pupils.     The  number  has  been  increasing  steadily  e\er  since. 

During  the  }-ear  1889  the  building  was  enlarged  to  its  present  size,  and  this  year 
there  are  one  hundred  and  thirt\--nine  scholars  wliich  is  the  largest  number  ever 
registered. 

The  Seminary  building  stands  in  a  park  back  from  the  road  and  sevent)-  feet 
abo\-e  Lake  Micliigan.     About  the  grounds  are  deep  ra\-ines  noted  for  their  beauty. 


Wild  flowers  are  abundant  and  the  campus  contains  many  large  forest  trees. 
The  library  is  the  most  interesting  room  in  the  building.  It  is  commodious  ami  well 
lighted.  It  contains  more  than  two  thousand  \'olumes  which  have  been  carefull>' 
chosen  with  reference  to  the  courses  of  study.  A  C(jmplete  card  catalogue  renders 
the  books  more  useful.  The  best  magazines  and  newspapers  are  alwaj-s  on  file.  In 
the  decorations  soft  tones  of  green  prevail.  Pictures  and  casts  add  to  the  attracti\e- 
ness  and  inspiration  of  the  nKim.  Ferry  Mall  Alumni  have  recently  placed  in  the 
bay  window  an  oak  seat.  The  chapel  is  a  small  Goltric  structure  witn  a  seating 
capacity  of  three  hundred.  .\  fineSteinway  grand  piano  is  on  the  platform.  ll\nin- 
books  and  Bibles  indicate  the  d.iily  worship  for  which  th  j  rviom  is  used.

Christian  Endeavor  Society. 

Since  so  many  of  the  teachers  and  pu- 
pils in  Ferry  Hall  belonged  to  Christian 
Endeavor  societies  in  their  home 
churches,  it  was  thought  best  some  five 
nr  six  years  ago  to  form  a  Christian  En- 
dca\-or  societ}-  at  Ferry  Hall,  and  to 
yield  to  it  the  control  of  the  mid-week 
prayer  meeting  service.
